RIVEN BY HIDDEN ROCK 
ENTERING GOLDEN GATE 


United States Consul Wildman and 
Family Lost—The Vessel Went 
Down in Few Minutes Af- 
ter Striking on the 
Rock. 


-San Francisco,. February 22.—The Pa- 
cific mail steamer City of Rio de Janeiro 
ran on a hidden rock while entering the 
golden gate early this morning in a dense 
fog, and sank in a few minutes. It is 
thought that nearly 150 persons were 
downed, but it is impossible to ascertain 
the exact number, owing to the fact that 
Purser John Rooney, who had the pas- 
senger list and roster of the crew, is 
among the missing. At 5 p. m. ten bodies 
had been recovered, two white women, 
one white man and seven Chinese. The 
most prominent passenger was Rounse- 
ville Wildman, United States consul at 
Hong Kong, who was accompanied by his 
wife and two children. It is thougiut all 
were drowned. The ship was in command 
of Pilot Frederick Jordan when she 
struck. He was rescued. Captain Wil- 
Mam Ward went down with his vessel. 
As nearly as can be learned there were 
234 people on the Rio Janeira, as follows: 

Cabin passengers, 29; second 
cabin, 7; steerage (Chinese and Jap- 
anese) 58; officers and crew, 140; 
total 234. 

The following have been account- 
ved for: Rescued, 79; bodies at the 
morgue, 10; total 89.

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Philadelphia, February 22.—A step which 
is believed to be a preliminary for the 
unification of the national democratic par- 
ty was taken tonight, when 200 Pennsyl- 
vania democrats and some from other 
States met at dinner in the Bullitt 
building. All shades of democrats were 
present, 

Ex-President Grover Cleveland sent a 
hetter of regret, in which he said: 

“I should be pleased to be present on 
this occasion and testify to my support 
of the political purposes its projectors 
have in view. I am sorry, therefore, that 
some pressing engagements and work 
prevent my doing so.’’ 

Ex-Senator David B. Hill wrote: 

“All such gatherings having for their 
aim the unification of the democratic par- 
ty, a renewal of allegiance to Jeffersonian 
principles of government and the making 


of plans for democratic victories, deserve 
the encouragement of all our party 
friends. We should not be discouraged 
over recent defeats. What we need at 
this time is unity of action.”’ 

Ex-Secretary of the Interior Hoke Smith 
wrote: 

“While I recognize no authority for the 
reorganization of the democratic party, 
yet, in common with what TI believe the 
desire of the great minority of democrats, 
I hope to see the party in the next na- 
tional convention adopt a platform so 


sound that we can again appeal success-/| 


fully to the conservative masses of 
voters.”’

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EARL. WHO GRINDS ORGAN, ~ 
FIGHTING FOR AN ESTATE 


London, February 22.—Proceedings have 
been started on behalf of Viscount Hin- 
ton, who at one time played an organ in 
London streets, to eject the youthful Ear) 
Poulett from Hinton house, pending the 
trial of the question of his right to the 
earldom. An injunction will be asked for 
to restrain the present occupant of the 
family estates from using the title of 
Earl Poulett. - 


When WilMam Henry, Earl Poulett, 
died in London, January 22, 1899, the suc- 
cession to his title and estate came into 
dispute. The old earl was thrice married 
and the organ grinding claimant to his 
estate declares himself to be his eldest 
son by Miss Elizabeth Virginia Newman, 
daughter of a land port pilot, whom the 
earl married in 1848. The earl’s second 
marriage was without issue. In 1878 he 
contracted a marriage, his third, with 


Rosa DeMelville, daughter of Alfred 
Hugh DeMelville, and the son of this 
union now enjoys the estates and prop- 
erty which the claimant will attempt to 
possess by process of law. 

The alleged Earl Poulett has long lived 
among the London poor, supporting him- 
self by organ grinding. He has given 
some study to the matter of the housing 
of the London masses, with whose life 
and hardships he is personaily familiar. 
The old earl never concealed his hatred 
for his organ grinding son, whom he 
characterized as an impostor. He was so 
opposed to his eventually enjoying the 
estates that he attempted so to mortgage 
them during his life time that, even if 
his son were successful in his efforts to 
be recognized as his father’s lawful heir, 
there would be little if any property for 
him to enjoy. 
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VENEZUELA IS IN A FERMENT 


Whole Interior of Country at Mercy 
of the Rebels. 

Kingston, Jamaica, February 22.—Aéd- 
vices received here today from the island 
of Trinidad reveal a serious situation in 
Venezuela. It transpires that General 
Acosta, the rebel leader, has not been 
captured, and though hfs capture ‘has 
been repeatedly officially and unofficially 
announced, it is sald that he is now be- 
ing assisted by General Hernandez, Gen- 
eral Rolande and supporters of former 
President Andradé; 

The full extent of the rising is not 
known to the government. The whole 
interior of the country is reported to be 
at the mercy of the rebels and the fer- 
ment is extending to the coast towns. 
Several steamers, under British charter 
and flying the British flag, have been de- 
stroyed or impressed, and a number of 
vessels trading with Trinidad have been 
burned under orders from President Cas- 
tro. A strong demand is made for the 
presence of a British warship.

CHEERS GIVEN FOR CERVERA. 


Spanish Admiral Is Warmly Receiv- 
ed by Party vf Americans. 
London, February 23.—The Gibraltar 
correspondent of The Daily Express says: 
“On the arrival here today of the 
steamer Fuerst Bismarck, now cruising 
in the Mediterranean with a large party 
of Americans, Admiral Cervera, who is 
staying in Gibraltar, went on board to 
visit a friend, Arthur C. Humphrey, who 
had shown him kindness in New York. 
He was vociferously cheered by the 
Americans, all of whom shook him by 

the hand.’’ 


FINNS ARE IN AN UGLY MOOD 


They Are Not Reconciled to New 
Order of Things. 


St. Petersburg, February 22.—The people 
of Helsingfors, Finland, have shown that 
they are in no ‘way reconciled to the new 
order of things by various demonstrations. 
February 18th, the anniversary of the 
publication of the czar’s manifesto to-the 
Finnish senate concerning the Russ‘aniz- 
ing of Finland, black sheets displayed in 
the streets were inscribed. with the names 
of the serators who voted in favor of the 
proclamation manifesto, while at night 
the windows of the residences of the 
Finns were hung with black curtains and 
the lights were extinguished. A deputa- 
tlon of women placed a mourning band 
on the monument of Alexander II. Groups 
of men marched through the town, forced 
the Russian storekeepers and others to 
extinguish their lights and made a demon- 
strdtion in front of certain senators’ 
houses. 


ANTI-CATHOLIC DECLARATION.

Lord Salisbury Refers to Oath Tak- 
en by the King. 

London, February 22.—Lord Salisbury, 
in the house of lords today, referring to 
the anti-Catholic declaration contained 
in the oath which King Edward took at 
the opening of parliament, said that 
though he deplored the language in which 
the declaration is couched, it must be re: 
membered that the enactment represent- 
ed the passions and feelings of the period 
when it was adopted. The passions of 
parliament now are not so.strong, but 
there were undoubtedly parts of the 
country where the controversies which 
the declaration represented still flourish- 
ed, and where emotions which it produced 
If legislation was un- 
dertaken it ought to be started in the 
house of commons, and he was not cer- 
tain but that strong feeling might be 

aroused there.

NOTHING DEFINITE IS ONE YET 


Special Committee Named To Draw 
Up Proposition on Fu- 
ture Relations, 


Havana, February 22.—Nothing definite 
has been decided upon regarding the 
question of future relations. Many of 
the delegates assembled in the conven- 
tion hall this afternoon to talk over the 
matter informally. Most of them seem 
to be impressed with the conviction that 
if the convention stood out vigorously 
for absolute independence the United 
States congress would supoprt them. 

The special committee on relations has 
instructed its secretary, Senor Juan Al- 
berto Gomez to draw up a proposition 
and submit the same to the committee for 
consideration. This proposition, it is un- 
derstood, will deal with the issue in three 
leading divisions: 

First. That Cuba shall not be made the 
base of war operations against the United 
States. hi 

Second. That the commercial treaty 
with the Untted States shall embody as 
far as possible free trade between the 
two countries. 

Third. That no foreign treaties shall be 
made jeopardizing the independence of 
Cuka. 

The special! commitee considers‘that the 
danger of Cuba contracting loans she 
mght not be able to pay has been guard- 
ed against in the constitution. 

Instructions on this point and the others 
were given to Senor Gomez in the form 
of notes and suggestions. It is understood 
that the question of naval stations was 
not ment.oned, - |

The diplomatic and consular appropria- 
tion bill was passed in record time, only 
forty minutes being consumed in its con- 
sideration. 

After a spirited debate the conference 
report on the [Indian appropriation bill 
was rejected and sent back to conference. 

Early in the day Washington’s farewell 
address, in accordance with a custom of 
the senate on Washington's birthday, was 
read by Senator Bacon, of Georgia. The 
Teading occupied fifty minutes.

Results in Decisive Action 
of Water Board 


RESOLUTION FOR CITIZEN 
COMMITTEE GOES I 


Mayor Mims Is Asked To Appoint 
a Committee of One From Each 
Ward To Decide on Streets 
for New Mains To 
Be Laid. 


Following the public outcry for larger 
water mains and a better system of 


city, the need for which having never 
been so strongly emphasized as during 
the destructive fire of Thursday, steps 
were taken yesterday afternoon by the 
board of water commissioners to bring 
the matter even more closely to the at- 
tention of the citizens of Atlanta. 

The board unanimously passed a res- 

olution requesting Mayor Mims to ap- 
point a committee of seven citizens, one 
from each ward in the city, to confer 
with the board of water commissioners 
in the matter of deciding upon what 
streets new water mains shall be laid 
and also the sizes of these mains. 
This expression of the board has been 
communicated to the mayor and he is 
expected to name that committee at 
once. The board now feels that the 
entire city is thoroughly alive to the 
great néeds of an adequate system of 
waterworks that will enable Fire Chief 
Joyner and his department to successful- 
ly cope with a large conflagration which 
may at any time threaten the city. 

The resolution was suggested by Colonel 
Park Woodward, superintendent of the 
waterworks department, and it was pre- 
pared and introduced by Commissioner 
Peters. Colonel Woodward for years 
past has, in’his annual reports to the 
board, laid particular stress upon the 
crying need .of better water facilities, 
and Gm. numerous occasions he has pre- 
‘@icted exactly what occurted on Thurs- 
day when the old Markham hoyse block 
was again visited by flames. 

This committee of citizens, it is be- 
lieved, will aceomplish much in the way of 
bringing the urgent need of passing 
the water bonds to the attention of the 
taxpayers of Atlanta. Since the fire 
everybody seems to talk about the water 
bond election,- which .takes place on the 
2th of next month, and those who have 
long urged the passage of bonds to build’ 
up the waterworks ‘system are more 
confident .of success this time than ever 
before. 

The fire of Thursday, while unfortunate, 
they say, has proved one of the best ar- 
guments In favor of the bonds that could 
possibly be advocated. The statements 
made by Fire Chief Joyner as to the diffi- 
culties that his men had to contend with 
while engaged in attempting to subdue 
the flames have created no end of favor- 
able talk in the interest of the bond is- 
sLe

Engine Pumps Water Out of the Del- 
uged Cellars—Those Who Have 
Analyzed the Conditions 
Do Not Blame Fire 
Department,

Early yesterday morning same one tack- 
ed a cardboard near the ruins of the dis- 
astrous fire of Thursday morning and on 
the card were the words: 


VOTE FOR 
THE 


WATER BONDS. 


The man who wrote the warning may 
have believed himself a bit of a wag. but 
the little sign wag a striking reminder 
to those who saw/it of yne of Atlanta's 
shortcomings. 

All dey yesterday crowds of men, wo- 
men and children visited the scene of the 
fire on Central avenue and the railroad. 
Although the fire had been officially “rung 
out,”” firemen were there at work and 
kept streams of water pouring upon the 
heaps of smoldering debris. 

A great deal of inflammable material 
had been buried under the fallen walls 
and every now and then fre broke out 
from this and the firemen were there to 
see that the flames took no fresh start. It 
may. be several days before the fire is en- 
tirely out. ' 

The large iron safe in the Maddox store 
has not cooled off so that it can be taken 
out and opened. It contains many valu- 
able papers and the members of the firnt 
are anxious to ascertain whether or not 
they have been injured. The safe was 
subjected to the most intense heat and 
every person in the city who is interested 
in fireproof safes are waiting to see this 
one opened. If the books and papers are 
not burned it will be a triumph for the 
safe manufacturers. 

Chief Joyner put one of his engines to 
work yesterday to pump the water out of 
the two stores in the Central avenue block 
which were not destroyed. The cellars aré 
filled with gpods and much of the proper- 
fy -wil} be saved if the water can be 
speedily taken out, . 

Firemen Were Net To Blame, 

Those who have taken the trouble to 
analyze the fire and to look into its sur- 
roufdings do not blame the fire depart- 
ment. 

Ih the first place, the fire had gained 
great headway before the firemen reached 
the scene, the whole interior of the Mad- 
dox' building being in a blaze. TT he Mad- 
dox building was tall and isolated and 
was swept by the wind which was blow- 
ing a gale from the north. 

The firemen could probably have: con- 
fined, fhe flamés to the Maddox building if 
the.explosion had not occurred, and then 
when.the Central avenue block was ig- 
nited the department could not get a sur- 
ficient water pressure to reach the fire. 
The pressure was such that if more than 
six streams were used there was not 
enough force to reach the top floor of the 
building. 

Biven with the short supply of water the 
firemen stopped the fire before it reached 
the.two stores in the north end of the 
bullding. 

The losses will be adjusted by the in- 
surance companies as quickly as possible. 
_In a very short time the debris will be 
removed and new buildings will be erected 
on the site of those which were burned.

To Register for Bond 
Election, 


ELECTION WILL OCCUR 
ON MARCH 20TH, 190) 


Fire Chief and Water Board Are 
Encouraged at Interest Which 
Was Monifested Yesterday 


Regarding the Water 
Bond Issue, 


As a result of the destruction of the 
Markham house biock last Thursday 
morning, there has been a noticeable in- 
crease in interest in the water bond elec- 
tion to be held March 2th, and it is be- 
lieved by those most deeply concerned 
that the bonds have a better chance now 
than ever before. 

Before this fire the registration had 
been extremely Nght, and a remarkable 
lack of interest was displayed in the mat- 
ter. Yesterday morning, however, citi- 
zens began registering for the election, 
and this can only be accounted for by the 
disastrous blaze. 

Business men passing the fire and see- 
ing the fire department struggling with 
a fierce conflagration and laboring un- 
der the great disadvantage of an inade- 
quate fire pressure, were reminsed of the 
election, and went immediately to the of- 
fice of Tax Collector Stewart and regis- 
tered. 

The registration books now show that 
about 1,200 persons have registered for 
the bond election. Of the registered vot- 
ers a favorable vote vy two-thirds will be 
necessary to carry the bonds, and those 
who have registered and do not vote will 
go on record as having voted against the 
bonds, a failure to vote being equivalent 
to a negative vote. 

Those officials of the departments, the 
efficiency and adequacy of which depend 
in a large measure on the successful ter- 
mination of the bond election, believe 
that the fire of’ Thursday stands as an 
object lesson.to the business men of the 
city, and it is declared that the fire de- 
partment would be at just as great dis- 
advantage in any other section of the city. 

The crying need, they declare, is larger — 
mains, and until these are obtained the 
service, it is said, cannot be what it 
should. It is pointed out by Chief Joyner 
that even with a greater number of fire 
engines the pressure would necessarily 
be weakened because the mains are, ac- 
cording to his statement,: too small to 
supply the steamers. 

It is declared by the officials that the 
election is up to the people. It is believed 
by them that the voters who witnessed 
the fire Thursday will not only fall to 
register and vote for the bonds, but wilil 
urge others to do the same, 

The registration books in the office of 
Tax Collector Stewart will close March 
10th, and the election will occur March 
Mth. 

There are only sixteen days in which 
to register. Chief Joyner and members 
of the water board say that, from expres- 
sions they have heard on all sides, it 
hardly seems probable that the voters 
will fail to go forward and work for what 
they declare to be Atlanta’s present cry- 
ing need. 

They depend largely on the business 
men who have property at risk and who 
stand in danger of an occurrence similar 
to the one of Thursday morning.

Macon, Ga., February 22.—(Special.)— 
The sensation of the day has been the 
action of the stiperior court, Judge Fel- 


ton, in the matter of H. C. Tindall, re- 


ceiver for the manufactyring company. 
The court instructed the jury to sign the 


Verdict, prepared by the attorneys, to the 


effect that the secured .and unsecured 
creditors should share alike, and the 
money in the hands of the receiver should 
be divided on a basis of 30 per cent. This 
the jury did. 

The final report of the receiver then 
came under consideration. It showed that 
there should be in bank the sum of $26,- 
481.06, but that there was only on hand 
$21,141.27, leaving a shortage of $5,340.99. 
Mr. Tindall claimed that the banks in 
which this money was deposited had com- 
plicated his individual checks with those 
he drew as receivex, Judge Felton grew 
very indignant and described the derelic- 
tion of the receiver as an oufrage, not 
only on personal but on judicial grounds. 
He said he had allowed Mr. Tindall $2,000 
for his services as receiver directly and 
$600 more for special reasons, and yet the 
trouble had occurred. He asked Mr. Tin- 
dall if he had the $5,300 in his possession 
and he replied he had not. The judge then 
gave him wntfl next Monday morning 
to bring the sum into court, failing in 
which he will be arraigned for contempt. 
The judge said that when he had ap- 
pointed Mr. ‘Tindalt receiver he had com- 
manded Him to pay out no money except 


by permission of the court.

Company, commonly 
known as the fertilizer trust, has bought 
out the Charleston Mining and Manufac- 
turniig Company. The latter concern 
owned 2,700 acres of the best B ne 
lands in the world, located in ton, 
Berkeley and Colleton counties, and only 
recently efforts were made to induce it 
to put up a million dollar plant here, The 
price paid for the stock of the Charles- 
ton Mining Company was $130, and the 
tetal sum involved is a million and a 
half. dollars. As long as this company 
was independent it was a constant menace 
to the so-called trust, and now that it 
has been bought, the Virginia-Carolina 
concern has virtual control of the fer- 
thizer situation in the south. The Crarles- 
ton Mining and Manufacturing Company 
is owned almost entirely by Pliladelphia 
capitalists. It began operations in 1867 
and has perhaps paid more handsomely 
on its ortginal outlay than any corpora- 

tion in South Carolina.

Attorneys for Conv'cted Negroes 
Want Another Chance. 


Savannah. Ga.. February 22.—(Special 
Raiford Falligant. who with oO 
Twiggs defended the five negroes who 
were convicted and sentenced in Screven 
county this week for murder, will make 
ak effort to secure a new trial, and fail- 
ing in this, will carry the case to the 
Supreme court. Mr. Falligant states that 
the sentiment in Screven céunty against 
his clients is so strong that it will be 
practically impossible to secure’ a fhir 
trial. Public sentiment demanded the 
conviction of the negroes and had there 
been a recommendation to mercy the 
probability is that the negroes would 
have been taken out and lynched, says 
Mr. Falligant. The principal ground for 
a new trial is that Sheriff Thompson, of 
Screven county, opened letters written 
by two negroes to a colored minister in 
Augusta, in which it was alleged a con- 
fession was made. The letters asked the 
minister to pray for them and ‘stated 
that ‘‘we got into a little trouble last 
night and killed two white men.” The 
additional information that the vé@riters 
were afraid of being lynched was con- 
tained in the letters, These letters were 
given to the sheriff by the negroes to 
mail. He opened and retained them as 
evidence, They were used on the stand 
against the negroes, and Mr. Falligant 
bases his claim for a new trial largely 
upon the manner in which the letters 
were opened and read.

CHARGED WITH 
WILLIAMS’ DEATE 


Two Men Are Now in Jal 
Awaiting Trial 


BOTH DENY «ANY GUILT 


Arrests [Were Made on the State- 
ment of the Man as He Was 
Drawing His Last Breath. 

The Men Will Be 

Convicted. 


Greenville, 8. C., February 22.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—The attempted whitecapping of 
Henry Saxon on Monday night, which 
resulted in the death of T. S. Williams, 
one of the whitetappers, yesterday, i¢ 
still shrouded in mystery. Williams 
stated a few minutes befcre his death 
that he was shot by Edgar Van Patton 
or Surge Burnette. Van Patton and Bur- 
nette were committed to jail on the 
coroner’s warrant, a result of this dying 
declaration. At the inquest on Williams’s 
body today a number of witnesses made 


statements contradicting the dying decla-: 


ration of Williams, and contradicting 
each other. It was discovered that some 
of the witnesses were with the gang 
which dragged Saxon from Green’s house 
to whip him. John Newman, after mak- 
ing many wild and improbable statements 
and fearing threats of his comrades 
that they irftended to tell the whole truth, 
gave this evidence: 


“Eighteen or twenty men went to 
Green’s house to get Saxon, take him 
out, give him the whipping and start 
him away. Outside the mill village, Sax- 
on resisted, made an attempt to get 
from his persecutors and a scuffle en- 
sued, Saxon falling to the ground. While 
cn the ground he managed to get his 
istol and fired twice into the crowd, one

HE AWOKE TO FIND HIMSELF IN THEATER 


Strange Escapades of William J. 
Henderson—A Lineman—How 
Police Discovered Him, 


A man, walking along a ledge in the 
rear of the Columbia theater, thirty feet 
from the ground and in the driving snow 
storm, was what a detail of police saw 
this morning about 1 o’clock. The sight 
sent a thrill through the officers who’ 
witnessed it. The man was expected 
every minute to slip and fall to his death. 
He made no reply when spoken to but 


kept up his strange promgnade back and 


forth along the slippery snow-covered 
ledge. 

He looked like some sort of a ghost or 
hobgobblin, covered with snow and clutch- 
ing wildly at the window sills and wires 
to keep from falling. 

He had broken through a window and 
come out of the opera house. The of- 
ficers near the building heard the glass 
smash, and there was the window and 
the broken sash to speak for itself. 

Who was he and how came he in the 
theater at such an hour in the morning, 
and what did he mean by taking such a 
dangerous walk along the stone ledge 
which was scarcely wide enough for a 
man to stand upon? This is what the of- 
ficers wanted to know. 

The police at first thought he was a 
burglar, but they soon dismissed this 
theory, for if he had been he would not 
be out there in the snow storm showing 
himself to a lot of officers. 

Repeated efforts were made to make 
the man talk and answer questions, but 
he kept silent and continued to craw! and 
creep along the ledge. 

The evening watch of police were on 
thelr way “home and about twenty of 
them stopped and assisted the officer on 
the beat to get the man down. 

A ladder could not be procured and a 
key had to be obtained to the rear door 
of the theater. This was done, and when 
the door was opened a dozen or more 
Officers went in. They opened a window 
which was near the man and they reach- 
ed out and dragged him in. 

The fellow was cold and numb and his 
face and clothing were dyed red with 
blood which flowed from a gash across 
his forehead. The red blood streaked 
with carmine the white snow. 

“Man alive,” exclaimed an officer: “‘who 
are you and what on earth do you mean 
by such a caper?” 

The only reply to this and several 
other questions was a mumbling about 
not knowing where he was. 

When he was taken into the street he 
was identified as William J. Henderson, 
of No. 145 Mangum street, and a lineman 
for the Georgia Electric Light Company. 

The man had been drinking and had 
in some way been locked up in the thea- 
ter. He could give no account of him- 
self except that he had awakened cold 
and frightened and had tried to get out 
of the place. 

The officers made. an inspection of the 
theater and found that Henderson haa 
fallen from the balcony into the pit and 
broken one of the fron chairs. Where 
he fell his hat was found and there was 
a pool of blood. The gash across his 
forehead was caused by the fal). It was 
& miracle that he was not killed out- 
right. 

After his escape from death by the 
fall he made his way to the stage and 
broke open a window. Through the win- 
dow he crawled out upon the ledge and 
was walking up and down the narrow 
and dangerous place in the snow storm 
when the police discovered him. 

Henderson was seen at the police bar- 
racks by a reporter of The Constitution 
after his rescue, He said he had no 
recollection when or how he got int8 
the theater, and, 
he had been on the ledggin the snow. 

The man had been on a spree and 
doubtless had the jim-jams when 
awoke in the theater. 


A case was entered against Henderson 


for “idling and loitering,’’ and it is the 
strangest case of loitering ever recorded 
in the city. He will be tried by the re- 
corder this afternoon.

He 
who had inscribed on his victorious ban- 
mer the Declaration of Independence, 
could not have dreamed that: the exten- 
sion of trade and the enriéhing of trusts 
should ever be deemed by Americans a 
justification of wars of conquest.” 

Mr. Frederick Harrison at a banquet 
tonight discussed Washington and the 
republican ideai and testified to the Eng- 
lish reverence for him. 

“It is here in the United States,’ he 
said, ‘‘that we have the principal cond:- 
tions of a typical republic, that office, su- 
preme offiwe, is open to every citizen 
alike. As to the government resting en- 
tirely upon consent and to no degree 
upon force, it is reported in Europe that 
this must be qualified somewhat in mat- 
ters of color and race. I hope before I re- 
turn I may be convinced that the report 
is untrue. But in any case, if consent 
and not force be the rule in the United 
States, there are now, we hear, some 
eight or ten millions outside these states 
whom the republic governs, but has no 
intention of admitting to vote."’

Canal Bill Until England Acts 
on Hay-Pauncefote Treaty. 
Morgan Files Minor- 
ity Report. 


Washington, February 22.—Senator Mor- 
gan, of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, hag made a Minority report upon 
the resolution declaring that the ratifica- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty is not 
a condition precedent to the construction 
of the Nicaragua canal and that the 
United States should proceed with that 
work regardless of the existence of the 
Clayton-Bulwer agreement. Senator Mor- 
gan intimates that the adverse report of 
the committee was made to conform to 
the views of the president. 

McKinley Has No Right. 

On this point he says: 

“The resolutions have my hearty ap- 
proval and I cannot admit that the presi- 
dent has any right to direct congress as 
to the time when it is expedient to express 


approval of his solemn act of making 


these agreements with Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica. 

“This claim was made in the committee 
and his views as to the expediency of the 
action were stated as grounds of abjec- 
tion to the resolutions. From this view 
of the duty of the senate I wholly dissent. 

“Weare bound to agree with Costa Rica 

and Nicaragua as to the terms on whigoh 
canal! privileges :will be extended to the 
United States if this stibject is to be set- 
tled by agreement. , 
' “We have 80 agreed and the question ifs 
whether, under a spasm of apprehension, 
or a subordination to the criticisms that 
British opinion may inflict upon us, we 
will permit that government to compel 
the president to abandon these agreeé- 
ments. They are honorable, just, lawful 
and inconceivably valuable and oncé 
abandoned we cannot expect a peaceful 
reygumption of them.’’ 

Mr. Morgan takes the position that the 
president has already outlined: the posi- 
tion of the United States toward the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty by negotiating the pro- 
tocols with Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
and adds: 

“Beyond question the president has 
bound himself as president and as a pleni- 
potentiary to those agreements, and if 
they violate the rights of Great Britain 
or give her just offense congress is also 
bound either to undo the wrong and atone 
for it and repudiate and impeach what the 
president has done to sustain his action.,”’ 

British Cabinet and Canal. 

London, February 22.—The cabinet at to- 
day’s meeting discussed a dispatch from 
Lord Pauncefote which, it is understood, 
dealt with the probable attitude of the 
United States toward Great Britain's 
counter proposals in the Nicaragua canal 
matter. 

As the officia|] action resulting from to- 
day’s meeting has not yet had time to 


_take definite shape, it is impossible to say 


what conclysiong were reached. United 
Btates Ambassador Choate will probably 
be summoned to the foreign office next 
Monday, when Lord Lansdowne is likely 
to communicate to him the British views 
regarding the Nicaragua and China con- 
troversies. No expectation need be en- 
tertained that this interview will settle 
one way or the other the Nicaragua canal 
difficulty. 

Great Britain has no intention of ratify- 
ing the Hay-Pauncefote treaty in she 
form desired by the senate unless’ her 
counter proposals are agreed to within the 
short time which remains before that 
treaty Japses, and this is recognized to be 
Almost impossible. 

Lord Pauncefote’s dispatch gave futher 
information at the request of Lord Lans- 
doWne. 


Quiet at the Capitol. 

Washington, February 22.—The national 
capital was excepeionally quiet today. 
The meetings of both houses of congress 
attracted crowds to the capitol, but down 
town the streets were nearly deserted. 
Business generally was suspended and all 
of the executive departments were closed. 
At the white house the usual holiday 
quiet prevaiied, the president spending 
most of the day in the family room.

Demands of Administration, Smith 
Says, Are in Substanco Em- 
braced in That Doctrine,

Detroit, Mich., February 22—For four 
hours tonight the Light Guard armory 
rang with the patriotic sentiments ex- 
pressed by the prominent republicans who 
addressed 800 members of the Michigan 
Club on their sixteenth annual celebra- 
tlon of Washington's birthday. 

Postmaster General Charies Pmory 
Smith made the principal address. He 
responded to the toast, ‘“Repuolican Faith 
and American Policy.” He said, in part: 


“We are face to face with the probiem 
of Cuba. It is not for me and this is 
not the hour to discuss the questions it 
invdlves. But there is one truth for which 
all times are fit-and on which all Ameri- 
cans are unrestrained. The Monroe doc- 
trine is the dominant law of the Ameri- 
can continent. It has been during three- 
quarters of a century, and it will be dur- 
ing all the centuries.to come. No decla- 
ration of congress impairs its validity or 
its force, and all declarations of con- 
gress are to be interpreted in harmony 
with its principles. 

What Is Sought in Ouba. 


“We do not seek in Cuba any recognt- 
tion which is not in essence and in sub- 
stance embraced in the Monroe doctrine 
or any authority which did not justify ana 
demand our intervenetion in 18%, but we 
may well pause to consider wheter it 
is wise to leave all possible development 
of the future to be determined by the 
enforced application of our historic policy 
when the emergency comes, or whether 
it is better to agree to the safeguards 
which shall insure security and spare 
the necessity of resorting to reserved 
rights hereafter. Whatever is to be done 
should be done in the intereset of the 
people of Cuba, and we, who, through 
blood and sacrifice, who have cron them 
independence and ‘liberty, will be their 
truest friends and their surest reliante 
in the new career on which they enter. 
We have, as a people, a great and a 
noble heritage to administer. Most of it 
has come from the true, orave, strong 
men who have gone before us. Some 
of it has become because, with enlarged 
opportunities and obligations, we have 
thus far been vouchsafed virtue and 
strength enough to meet them as sturdily 
as our fathers met theirs. 


Broader Mission for Republic. 


“The mighty events of this administra- 
tion have unfolded a wider sphere and a 
broader mission for the great republic. 
They have placed us in Porto Rico, where 
law, order and happiness are already pre- 
vailing under_our sway. They have placed 
Us in the Philippines, where our kindly 
and liberal leading toward intelligent self- 
government means as much for the na- 
tive people as thé presence of our flag 
means for advancing interests in the east- 
ern world. They placed us in China, not 
to stay, but to use our influence as one 
of the now recognized world’s powers to 
secure such termination of existing issues 
as will preserve the integrity of the em- 
pire and assure under treaty rights free 
and equal commercial intercourse. They 
have placed us in Cuba under the mandate 
of humanity and. of American pruuacy, 
not to hold control, but to exercise a pro- 
tectimg care which shall redeem and save 
that fair island from the evils and dan- 
gers that compelled our active interfer, 
ence. The American people do not desert 
duty. American resolution does not re- 
treat We shal] encounter difficulties. We 
may make some mistakes. But through 
difficulties and over mistakes we shall go 
steadily forward, with American faith and 
courage, to the sure fulfillment of thg 
American mission.’’

to abolish the appropriation for fast mail 
service between New York and New Or- 
leans and between Kansas City and New- 
ton, Kas. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, opposed the mo- 
tion in an eloquent and forceful speech. 
He challenged the statemént made yes- 
terday by Mr. Turley and Mr. Bate, dem- 
ocratic senators from Tennessee, that 
the proposed appropriations were subsi- 
dies. He (Vest) never had voted for any 
subsidy or bounty, great or small, but 
these appropriations were not subsidies, 
because subsidies were money given out 
of the treasury for nothing. The pend- 
ing appropriation facilitated the trans- 
mission of the mails and he yever had 
failed to vote for increased mail facil- 
ities because he considered the mails 
one of the greatest evidences of civiliza- 
tion. 

Mr. Harris, of Kansas, declared that 
the appropriation was a specific payment 
for a valuable service rendered by the 
railroads. In his judgment it was in no 
sense a subsidy. Mr. Thurston, of Ne- 
braska, in support of the appropriation, 
made a facetious speech in which he said 
Kansas was in “an unfortunate position 
with its irrepressible conflict between the 
unlawful joint and the illegal h&tchet.” 
(Laughter.) 

“T understand,” he continued, ‘“‘that,the 
train leaves Kansas City at a very early 
hour in the morning and carries to the 
suffering people of Kansas the consolation 4 
of the metropolitan newspapers and orig- 
inal packages. Nothing can do so much 
to save Kansas as newspapers and orig- 
inal packages."’ (Laughter.) 

Morgan Favors Fast Mai‘l. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabma. Mr. Pritch- 
ard, of North Carolina, and Mr, Elkins, 
of West Virginia, spoke strongly in op- 
position to the pending motion, while Mr. 
Chilton, of Texas, argued that there was 
no reason for singling out particular rail- 
roads and particular sections upon which 
to confer special mail facilities. If 
such appropriations were- to be made, 
they ought to be made, in his opinion, 
for the benefit of every section of the 
country. 

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, said the 
proposition was a subsidy or gratuity that 
accomplished no specific good. If the 
subsidy were witheld he did not doubt 
that the people of his section would re- 
ceive just as fast mail service as they 
are now receiving. 

Mr. McEnery, of Louisiana, made a 
vigorous argument in support of the ap- 
propriation, maintaining it could be re- 
garded as a subsidy in no sense of the 
term, as it was expended to obtain specif- 
ic advantages to the people in the trans- 
mission of the mails. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, declared that 
the prop@ed appropriation Was as ab-

solutely indefensible an expenditure af 
public money as ever had come under his 


nce. 

“If,” said he, “the railroads do not ask 
it, as has been stated here, and the 
postoffice department does not want it,, 
in God’s name, what is there behind it 
to induce congress to make the appropri- 
ation?” 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, interrupted to 
say that since the special appropriation 
Was made the mail facilities from New 
York to New Orleans via Atlanta had 
been materially increased; that where 
one fast train was run before the ap- 
propriation was made, two-are run now, 
beth schedyles fixed by the postofiice 
de nt.

of Lynchburg, Va. 

Members clamored vigorously for rec. 
Ognition of their bills. At times fifty 
members simultaneously besieged “Mr. 
Sulloway, of New Hampshire, whe as 
chairman of the cémmittee on invalid 
pensions, selected the bills to be called 
up. 

Much merriment was caused when 
Speaker Henderson, while the bills were 
being passed, called Mr. Talbert, demo- 
crat, of South Carolina, to the chair. 
The South Carolinian, wRo has been a 
thorn in the side of the friends of the 
pension bills for several years, put the 
bills through with great rapidity. He 
seemed to relish the work, and the mem- 
bers of the house, who were at first 
amazed, applauded him to the echo as he 
proceeded under a full head of steam.

Captain Ward was 
on deck when the vessel struck and gave 
orders to the crew on watch to hurry the 
passengers to the forward deck. At the 
same time the quartermaster on duty 
sounded the signal for fire drill and 
within five minutes all the men were at 
their stations. 
THE FATAL PLUNGE. 

There was no way of knowing the ex- 
tent of the damage to the vessel, as she 
remained on an even keel for fifteen min- 
utes after striking the rock. But Cap- 
tain Ward knew the gravest dang 
threatened the 200 souls in his charge 
and he gave orders to lower the life- 
boats and rafts. There was not much 
confusion until, fifteen minutes after 
striking, the bow of the vessel suddenly 
plunged under water. Then there was 
a wild rush for the boats. Two boats 
had already been lowered and others 
wers getting away as rapidly as the 
trained discipline of the crew could 
prepare them. A thick fog enveloped 
everything and as yet no sign had come 
from the life-saving stations. Darkness 
was all about and with this added hor- 
ror the people on the Rio had to cope.

‘BOAT CUT IN TWAIN. 

This boat got clear of the sinking ves- 
sel and then stood by to help in picking 
up those who had no time to get into 
the boats and were in the water. aAn- 
other boat, containing Third Officer Hol- 
land and J. K,. Carpenter, got away, but 
was drifted around close up under the 
bow of the steamer. As the forward end 
of the vessel plunged downward the prow 
caught the smalj boat and cut it in two. 
The two men in the boat were uninjured 
and swam away from the sinking steam- 
er just in time to avoid being caught 
in the swirl of water caused by the set- 
tling of the big ship. Carpenter was 
picked up by the other boat. The fate 
of Holland is not known, 

A number of Italian fishermen who 
were starting out saw the sinking of the 
Rio and hastened to give all the assist- 
ance in their power. While all this 
was going on Captain Ward was direct- 
ing the passengers and trying to keep 
them from panic. He succeeded only 
partly, as many of the terriffed people 
rushed to the railings and jumped over- 
board. Some of these were picked up, 
others were drowned. 

The Chinese crews to the number of 
over a hundred were terrorized. Some 
of them huddled in little groups, chat- 
tering in fear. Others crouched close to | 


pitifully. Many jump- 
ed into the sea. 

Captain Ward remained on deck until 
the vessel had settled to such an ex- 
tent that the water was engulfing him. 
He then went up the bridge and from 
there continued to issue his directions. 

That the steamer sank almost imme- 
diately after striking is the report of a 
majority of those rescued. Some of the 
passengers say that she instantly listed 
forward, and that in five minutes she 
went down, while others declare that 
She stayed afloat for half an hour after 
she struck, 

FATE OF CAPTAIN. 

There are several conflicting stories 
concerning the fate of Captain Ward. 
The steward of the Rio says that he 
stood beside the captain when the ves- 
sel went down. Two other survivors 
say that they also saw the captain to 
the last, but Frederick Lindstrom, quar- 
termaster officer of the Rio, emphatically 
declared that Captain Ward emulated 
Admiral Trion, of H, M. 8S. Victoria, in 
going down to his cabin, where he met 
his doom behind a locked door. Accord- 
ing to his story, Captain Ward, after 
consulting with Pilot Jordan, came down 
from the bridge. He was standing on 
the deck when the vessel crashed upon 
the rock. 

There was a cry of “Man the boats,” 
but it was apparent that in the midst of 
the awful confusion a systematic effort 
to save the passengers would be of no 
avail. Everybody was scrambling for 
his own safety. It was at this time 
that Lindstrom says he saw Captain 
Ward standing on the forward deck. 
Suddenly the captain turned and walked 
hurriedly to his cabin, disappeared be- 
hind the door, which he closed. A sec- 
ond later the vessel was plun¥ing to the 
bottom of the sea. 

STORIES OF SURVIVORS. 

Captain Frederick W. Jordan, the pilot 
of the Rio, was rescued by an Italian 
fishing boat. To the customs officials he 
told the following story: 

“We anchored about 5 o’clock last night. 
The weather was thick, and I left orders 
that when the weather cleared we should 
go farther in. 

“At 5 a. m. the fog lifted. We could 
see the cliff house and the north end 
light, and I told the mate to heave short. 
After we started heaving short the wind 
came in from the northeast, and the fog 
settled in thick, and I told the mate to 
stop heaving. Then the captain came 
up and sald: 

“ ‘Let her go. We can go ahead.’ 

“You see, my watch stopped at 5:40, 
When the vessel struck I‘ordered all the 
boats out. The first boat out was half 
filled with water no sooner than she 
struck. I got a ladder and placed a wo- 


man on it and we began to descend. She 
had a boy of eight years, whom I held 
in my arms. e woman and I were 
about halfway down the ladder when the 
Rio ve a tremendous pitch. I was 
flung off the ladder. I saw nothing ef- 
ter that of the woman or the boy. I 
went down with the ship about fifty feet. 
I worked my way up to the surface 


and got hold of some wreckage. I had 
sense enough left to turn on my back and 
drift with the wreckage. 


SAVED BY A CHINAMAN. 


‘Then I came across what seemed to 
me the top of a house with a Chinaman 
on it. He helped me to clamber onto 
the roof, and with him I drifted out 
toward the north heads. I was then 
rescued by the fishing boat.’’ 

H. Donohue, the steerage steward, said: 

“I was below decks but partly dressed 
when we struck the rogks. I suddenly 
thought of the steerage and ran to the 
steerage cabins, where I hauled and 
yanked people out of bunks—white and 
Chinese and what not. I threw them 
about whether they had clothes on or 
not and finally got twenty-five or thirty 
of them on deck. I told them to save 
their lives if they could, asking them 
to get life preservers. By this time the 
ship was turning over, and I fled for the 
rigging. I climbed with all my strength, 
and just as I reached the cross-trees I 
looked below. There I saw Captain Ward 
—I am sure it was he—standing at the 
bridge and wildly swinging his arms. Then 
I saw the waters swirl about at his feet 
and suddenly cover him. At that in- 
stant I realized that we were plunging 
to the bottom. Soon I was torn from 
the cross-trees and plunged below. I 
held my breath and fought against the 
terrible suction, coming finally to the 
surface again and just as my senses 
were slipping from me I was picked up. 
I am confident I saw the captain go down 
at the bridge.”’ 


LAST MESSAGE GIVEN. 

At the instant the Rio went on the 
rocks, Andrew Ademi. an Italian fisher- 
man, was not a great distance away in 
a small smack. Near to him was @. 
Albert, another Italian fisherman. Roth 
men saw the Rio Janeiro in the gloom 
and marveled that she could be so close 
to the shore. The next moment thev 
knew something was wrong and headed 
for the ship, proceeding carefully in the 
fear they would get entangled in the 
wreck. They heard a voice shouting 
through a megaphone telling them the 
ship was sinking and to stand by with 
help, sending word to San Francisco as 
soon thereafter as they could. 

When the ship disappeared the Ital- 
fans hurried to the scene. Ademi picked 
up three persons who were struggling in 
the water, then his small craft could 
hold no more. Then he set out for 
shore. Albert picked up a number of 
Chinese. These boats proceeded to 
Meiggs’s wharf, where the rescued peo- 
ple were put ashore. Ademi says that 
whoéver the officer was who shouted to 
him through the magaphone, he was a 
man of surpassing heroism. He stood 
with the megaphone to his mouth shout- 
ing instructions even as the ship sank. 
The Italians saw him go beneath the 
surface. The Italian fishermen brought 
ashore twelve bags of mail which they 
picked up. These included two pouches 
from the United States military station 
in China, also two bags of registered 
mall. The registered bags had been 
ripped. open with a knife and all their 
contents stolen. When this crime was 
committed is a question, but the fisher- 
men who brought them are not suspect- 
ed. The Rio carried 200 bags of mall. 
There is one sack of mail from Tokio 
for Germany and one sack from Tokio

for London, all dilapidated. 

Rounseville Wildman, who is presumed 
to be lost, was well known in this elty, 
where he resided for a number of years.

BLEW UP AFTER SINKING, 


The Fort Point life saving crew was 
out drilling at 7:40 o’clock, when the 
fishing boat with the first of the survivors 
passed in and reported the wreck. 

The rescued people Were taken ashore 
to the life saving stauon, and the crew 
started out to the wreck, but tnere was 
nothing to be found. The South Side crew 
was On the scene about un hour later, and 
its captain was of the opinion that all 
the wreckage pointed to the fact that the 
Rio had blown up after sinking. All the 
woodwork is splintered aud other details 
known to seafaring Men «nd too numer- 
ous to mention, support this theory thor- 
oughly. 

The Rio’s resting place is about half 
a mile from the shore, a mile to the south- 
ward of North Hleads, and a mile and a 
half to the southwest of Fort Point. The 
tide, ebb or flood, has a southerly set, 
and this was what put the steamer in 
with the land. On the north shore there 
is a northerly set quite as strong, and it 
was this that caught the steamship City 
of New York and piled her high and dry 
under North Head. 

The City of Rio de Janeiro was an iron 
steamer of 3,08 gross tonnage and 2,215 
net. She was built by J. Roach & Son, 
at Chester, Pa., in 1878 The vessel was 
owned by the Pacific Mali. Steamshio 
Company, and was in the Oriental ser- 
vice. She sailed from Hong Kong for this 
port on January 22.

The letter is dated South Omaha, Feb- 
ruary 15th, but the enverope indicates that 
it had been mailed in Omaha, Owing to 
the fact that the letter is now inthe Pink- 
erton office, Chicago, and that no copy 
Wag retained here, Mr. Cudahy is unable 
to repeat it verbatim. fr, Cudahy and 
Chief Donahue have made its contents 
known, howeyer. 
Crowe Says He’s Innocent. 

Crowe explains in the letter that he has 
‘heard that the Omaha police are looking 
for him and believe him to be one of the 
kidnapers of Edward Cudahy, Jr. He 
maintains that he is innocent and says 
that he Has no knowledge of the affair 
with the exception of what he has read in 
the newspapers. 

He says that he will drop into Omaha 
some day and prove himself innocent, and 
that he would have done so long ago had 
he not been afraid that he might suffer 
the fate of the negro who was lynched at 
- Leavenworth. Crowe says that Omaha 
neople must have cooled off considerably 
by this time and expresses the opinion 
that he will soon be able to come here 
‘with safety. He makes an uppeal to the 
chief of police and Mr. Cudahy for pro- 
tection and says he will expect them to 
stand between him and violence. In con- 
olusion he says he is much hyrt to think 
that Mr. Cudahy suspects him of being 
Bu.lty of the kidnaping and expresses his 
appreciation of the kindness Mr. Cudahy 
has shown him ig the past. 
| Expects Crowe To Show Up. 
“When I received the letter,” Mr. 
Cudahy explained, “‘I was determined not 
to take too much for granted. so I sent at 
te Chicago, as I know Mr. Pinkerton has 
samples of Crowe’s writing and would be 
able to identify it without difficulty. A 
few days later I heard from Mr. Pinker- 
ton, He said he had compared the writing 
with a sample of Crowe's chirography 
and that they wére the same beyond ques- 

' I would not be surprised now if 
Crewe should show himself almost any 
time. I believe the letter was written in 
either South Omaha or Omaha. It bore 
the date line, ‘South Omaha, Neb., Feb- 
ruary, 15th,’ but the postmark on the en- 
velope showed that it had been malied in 
Omaha. It was probably written some 
distance from here and sent in a separate 
envelope to some friend in Omaha or 
South Omaha, who remailed it. This was 
done for the obvious purpose of keeping 
his present whereabouts a secret. He evi- 
dently wants to come in voluntarily with- 
out giving detectives the honor of having 
captured him.’’

MURDERED BY THE MAFIA 


Ctnoraztor Giovanni Victim of the 
i ‘lia Secret Society. mf | 


FEARED HIM AS A ‘WITNESS. 


Police Believe Giovanni Was Killed 
To Keep Him from. Court. 
Many Arrests Made. 


Chicago, February 22.—A murder, be- 
lieved to have been the result of a ven- 
detta, was perpetrated near Grand and 
Milwaukee avenues, this city, late last 
night Salvatore di Giovanni, a labor 
contractor, was found shot through the 
heart, with Carlo Battista, who recently 
arrived from New York, standing over 
him. Battista, who is held pending de- 
velopments, says he and the murdered 
man were warm friends, and that while 
on the way to Giovanni’s home they were 
attacked by three men. Battista was 
not injured, but carrie@ a revolver which 
had not been fired. 

The police later raided a house at 141 
Milton avenue and arrested nine Italians, 
said to be sympathizers of the Chicago 
branch of the Mafia Society. 

Joseph Morico, one of the arrests, is 
said by the others to be president of the 
“Sicilian Society.’’ Numerous dirks, stil- 
ettos and revolvers were found in the 
room, 

The theory of the police is that Glovan- 
ni was murdered to prevent his appear- 
ance in a murder trial in New York. Let- 
ters found in the murdered man’s pock- 
ets showed that he had been summoned 
east for this purpose. The Mafia Soci- 
ety is mentioned in the case, but as yet 
the police have no evidence directly im- 
plicating that society with the murder. 

Joseph Morico, one of the men arrested 
last night, and who was found to have 
a severe bullet wound in the mouth, is 
believed to have done the killing. Carlo 
Batista, who came to Chicago from New 
York last Monday and who spent much of 
his time in the company of Giovanni, is 
also under arrest. 

A clew to the reason for the murder 
was found in the letters in Giovanni's 
pockets. One of these letters written by 
a man in St. Louis spoke of a murder 
committed in Mulberry street New York, 
to which the Giovanni was a_ witneas. 
It also developed during the day that 
Giovanni was a member of several soci- 
eties and had many enemies. 

Joseph Morie!l, ‘‘Tony’’ Sparacino and 
August Lascolo were identified tonight by 
Carlo Battista as three of the four Sicil- 
ians and supposed members of the Mafia 
who followed Di Giovanni out of the sa- 
loon tn Grand avenue, where he, had been 
drinking, and shot him to death. So 
far the police have been unable to locate 
the fourth of the quartet, who is known 
as the “president’’. of the club that 
has headquarters in the back room of 
Morico’s saloon. Morico, who was shot 
in the mouth by Giovanni during the 
struggle, was identified as the man who 
fired the shot that killed Giovanni. 

In 1898 the murdered man was attacked 
by a Sicilian named Palundo. In the 
fight that followed Palundo was stabbed 
to death. This affair, together with the 
fact that Giovanni was an enemy of se- 
cret societies, is advanced by the au- 
thorities as the origin of last night’s 
tragedy.

TWELVE KILLED 
THIRTY: INJURED 


Death List of Railway Horror Is 
Increasing, 


ORDERS WERE DISOBEVED 


Collision Was Due to the Forgetful- 
ness of the Crew of the Accom- 
modation—Only Seven of 
the Dead Have’ Been 
Identified. 


Trenton, N. J., February 22.—Twelve 
killed and about thirty injured is the 
record at this writing of the result of 
the collision of trains last night at 
Rushing’s siding, near Bordentown, on 


railroad. 

All bodies have been removed from the 
wrecked trains. Of the injured, nine- 
teen are now in the Trenton hospitals, 
and five in Cooper hospital, at Camden. 
Some of the other more slightly injured 
went to their homes. Of the injured at 
Trenton eight are Italians, and at Cam- 
den all the five are Italians. Of the 
dead, eleven bodies are now at the 
Trenton morgue, one of them an unidenti- 
fied woman, and one body is at Cam- 
den. 

Identified Dead. 

Seven bodies have been positively iden- 
tified. They are: 

WALTER EARLE, engéneer of the ex- 
press train. 

JAMES BIRMINGHAM, baggagemas- 
ter of the local train. 

EDWARD J. STOKES, of Bristol, Pa., 
passenger on the local train. 

WALTER NALE, of Trenton, passen- 
ger on the local train. 

JOHN GATES, of Trenton, passenger on 
the local train. 

An Italian, whose first name was Joe, 
but last name not known, 

MULAS SPARTA, an Italian, who died 
at the Coover hospital, Camden. 

Another body at the Trenton morgue is 
that of an Italian; name unknown. 

Another is that of an unidentified wo- 
man. 

The three other bodies at the morgue 
are so badly mutilated that identification 
is difficult. Twey are supposed to be bodies 
of three Trenton men. 

Of the injured in the hospitals here 
there are four, including three Itallans, 
whose recovery ts doubtful. 

All the others in the hospitals are 
progressing nicely.

~ DOWN IN THE OLD STATE OF MISSISSIPPI HE ONCE REPRESENTED 


Washington, D. C., February 22.—(Sre- 
cial.)—The brilliant record which Private 
John Allen has made as an orator and a 
wit was more than sustained in what is 
probably the last speech he will make in 
the !ower house of congress. Private 
John's term of service under the com- 
mission he holds as representative of the 
First Mississippi district will expire on 
the 4th of March, and it is hardly likely 
that his voice will be heard during tne 
closing days of this session, for being @ 
wise man, and having a reputation to sus- 
tain, Privafe John does not waste his tiine 
in indiscriminating speaking. So this par- 
ticular speech, with which he dispelled 
the gioom which had settled on the house 
of representatives during the considcra- 


tion of one of the appropriation bills, may 
be said to mark the climax of his con- 
gressional oratory, un.ess, forsooth, the 
people of Mississippi some day get wise 
and send him to the United States senate. 

As was most appropriate, Tupelo was 
his theme. An appropriation for the es- 
tablishment of a modest little fish hatch- 
ery at the place which he has rescued 
from oblivion gave him the opportunity 
to place Tupelo on the pedestal beside 
Proctor Knott’s Zenith City of the Un- 
salted Seas. The Congressional Record, 
which has the bad taste to give to the 
world all of the utterances of members 
of congress, finds now and then an oasis 
in its desert of seriousness, and of such 
is this eloquent tribute to Tupelo: 

“Mr. Chairman, I do not deem it neces- 
Sary to take up twenty minutes time of 
this committee to pass this amendment, 
but as this fish hatchery is to be estab- 
lished at Tupelo, and i find among sume 
people in the country—even some news- 
paper men, who are supposed to impart 
intormation to others, and some gentie- 
men who have been elected to congress, 
and who tell me shat they have not only 
been to school but gone tnrough college— 
so much ignorance about Tupelo that I 
think 1 ought, in justice to them, noi to 
Tupe:o—to enlignten them some on this 
subject. (Laugater.) 

“Tf I were willing to avail myself of all 
the traditions and many well authenti- 
cated but not absolutely accurate histori- 
cal suspicions, I might invest this subject 
with much more historical and romantic 
interest. But I propose to confine my re- 
marks to well authenticated facts, ignor- 
ing such traditions, believed by many of 
our people to be true; as that when Chris- 
topher Co:umbus had his interview with 
Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain, that in 
his efforts to persuade them to back him 
in his penne that led to the discovery 
of Am a, he assured them that an ali 
ting a world ike this, 


wise Creator, crea 
was bound to have made somewhere near 


its center such a place as Tupelo. (Laugh- 
ter.) | 
“The first authentic account we have of | 
the section of country that will one day | 
be included in the corporate limits of | 
Tupelo is that the great Indian cinef, | 
Chicksa, from whom that great and wut- | 
like tribe, the Chickasaw Indians, took 
its name, was west of the great Missis- | 
sippi river and that he, with nis fol.owers, 
followed a pole guided and supported by | 
invisible hands across the . Mississippi | 
river to the vicinity of Tupelo. There, | 
we are informed, the pole stopped, stood | 
upright, planted in the ground, and there | 
the Chickasaw Indians made their home. 
No people, Mr, Chairman, were ever dli- 
rected by a wise Providence to a fairer 
land. ’'Twas in the rolling woodland just 
north of one of the most beautiful prairies 
on which the eye of man or beast ever 
rested. The country abounded with all 
sorts of game; the streams were fu.i of 
fishes, and on this continent there was 
no more enticing place for this poetic 1uce 
of the forest. Here the Chickasaws grew 
to be, as they are to this time, one of the 
greatest and most powerful of the Indian 
tribes. 

“In 1513 the knightly Ponce de Leon 
landed upon the coast of Florida, and 
perverted history has it that he started 
out to look for the fountain of youth and 
limitless gold fields, wken in truth and in 
fact he really started to look for Tupelo. 
(Laughter.) You are all fami.iar_ with 
the disaster that overtook his expedition. 
Later, in 15440 the great and aiventurous 
discoverer, Hernando de Soto, landed ais 
expedition on the coast of: Florica, and 
finally succeeded in reach'ng and discov- 
ering, for the first time by a white man, 
Tupelo. (Laughter.) 

“Here he stopped in the midst of the 
Chickasaws until attacked by them and 
driven west to what is now the city of 
Memphis, where he discovered the great 
Mississippi river. 

“The Chickasaws were then left in 
peaceable possess.on, so far as che white 
man was concerned, of this beautiful sec- 
tion for nearly two hundred years, when, 
in 1736, Bienville, with his_ expedition, 
came up from Florida, and D’Artagulette 
from the Illinois attempted to meet and 
take from the Chickasaws what is now 
Tupelo, D’Artaguiette got there before 
Bienville. and was defeated by the Chick- 
asaws. e and almost all of his expedi- 
tion perished at their hands. Bienville 
arrived later, and was so defeated and 
driven back with great loss to his expe- 
dition: and.now, in laying out and grad- 
ing avenues and boulevards for Tupelo, 
the hones, spurs, weuyons, epaulets, etc., 
of the slain of a:l of these ill fated expe- 
ditions are plowed up. (Laughter.) 

“This is something of the early history 
of the place about which we find so much 
ignorance. My colleague, General Catch- 
ings, told me. not many days ago that 
some newspaper man had asked him if 
there really was such a place as Tupelo. 
(Great laughter.) 

“T do not assert that all of these his- 
torical events to which I have referred 
took place immediately in the town of 
Tupelo, but they were in that vicinity 
and were on territory that we expect to 


have incorporated into the city some day.

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To ccme down to a later period, those of 
you who know anything. of the history of 
your country will remember the conten- 
tions and contest that lasted for many 
years between the French, nglish and 
Spanish governments for the ownership 
of the Mississippi territory. I am _  in- 
formed by those famillar with the real 
designs of those great nations at that 
time that the real motive of all of them 
was the ownership of Tupelo. (Great 
laughter.) 

“Finally, the United States, appreciat- 
ing the importance of the position, took 
advantage of their dissensions and ac- 
uired Tupelo. (Renewed laughter.) 

“About the year 188 it became a matter 
of great concern to the great northwest 
to secure a market for their products, so 
they gave aid and encouragement to th4 
building of the northern end of what is 
now the Mobile and Ohio railroad. The 
city of Mobile, on the gulf, recognizing 
also the great advantages of direct con- 
nection with Tupelo, helped along this 
enterprise, and the read was built frum 


| Mobile to Tupelo. (Laughter.)

submit to it.’ And it was to rescue to 
the union this town that brought on the 
war. (Renewed lauchter.) 

(‘The armies of the union were first di- 
rected ugainst the capital] of the confed- 
eracy at Richmond, Va: but some ob- 
structions were thrown in the way oft that 
army at Bull Run, and thev were per- 
suaded to return to Washington. AnoilLer 
great army was then marshaled under 
the command of General Grant, wh 
landed at Pittsburg landing, on the Ten- 
nessee river, and began his operations 
against Tupelo. (Laughter.) 

“General Albert Sidney Johnston and 
myself met General Grant's army at 
Shiloh (laughter), and for most of the 
first dav we had a real good time with 
them, and but for General Johnston being 
killed and toe being scattered on the even- 
ing of that day there is no knowing what 
might have happened or how the history 
of this country might have been changed. 
(Great laughter.) 

‘Suffice it to say, I retired on Corinth, 
and when we were there, sorely pressed, 
President Davis ordered General Beaure- 
gard to fall back to Tupelo, and there 
make a great and desperate stand for the 
life of the confederacy. And it seems 
that Generals Grant and Halieck were s» 
much impressed with the doggec de- 
termination of the confederate army to 
defend Tupelo to the deAth of the last 
man that they turned away in other dl- 
rections. (Laughter.) Later, Generai 
Sturgis started from Memphis with 2 
well-equipped army, with a view of cap- 
turing Tupelo, and breaking the backbones 
of the confederacy. But on the road down 
there, when he had got within a few miles 
of Tupelo, General Forrest, that great 
cavalry commander, appreciating what 
the loss of Tupelo would mean to the con- 
federacy, met Sturgis at Brices cross- 
roads, took from him all of his artillery 
and wagons, sent him back to Memphis 
without an organized company and with 
the remnant of his army, in about one- 
fourth the time that had been ‘consumed 
by forced marches in going down. 

“But Mr. Lincoln seemed never to have 
lost sight of the importance of Tupzslo 
to the union, and he marshaled another 
army under that able commander, Gen- 
eral A. J. Smith, and started then to 
capture Tupelo. General Stephen D. Lee 
and General Forrest, witn their com: 
mands, were sent to intercept hin:, put 
in maneuvering for positions General 
Smith got between Forrest and Lee and 
Tupelo and succeeded in capturing the 
town: and in an effort to dislodge him 
from there the desperate and blooay hat- 
tle of Harrisburg.. which is in the 
suburbs of Tupelo. was fought, in which 
nobcdy had any decided advantage, hut 
General Smith evacuated the town and 
went back to emphis. But the very 
fact that Tupelo had fallen seems to have 


| broken the spirit of the confederates, and 


“Everything went on very well as 


We never did rnuch good after that. (Great 
laughter.) 

“You will find, Mr. Chairman, in the 
congressional labrary a book the title of 
which is “Tupelo.” It was written Dy a 
rorthern Presbyterian preacher and 
school teacher who happened to be down 
in that section when the war began. | 
remember him very well. This book 
treats of his trials and tribulations about 
Tupelo, where he was arrested, imprison- 
ed, and would have been shot but for his 
timely escape from prison; and, as [| re- 
member the substance, as he puts it, of 
his offense was a suspicion that he enter- 
tained secret doubts as to the divine 
origin and right of African slavery. 

“After the close of the war, when we 
had returned to our peaceful avocations, 
one of our brightest and most far-sighted 
voung men, having in mind tne great fu- 
ture as well as the great past of this 
town, settled in Tupelo, and afterwards 


became a member of this body ahd is new | 


about terminating a great career of s!ix- 
teen years here. What this nation and 
this house owes to Tupeio for this cun- 
tribution I leave for others to say. My 
modesty forbids my speaking of it 
(Laughter.) Some fifteen years ago Kat- 
sas Citv and Memphis, appreciating the 
fact that if they ever hoped to do auy 
good as cities they must have direct con- 
nection with Tupelo, built a railroad from 
Kansas City, through Memphis, to Tupelo. 
Birmirgham, realizing that with all of its 
marvelous resources they could never be 
developed and properly distributed with- 
out direct railroad connection with 
Tupelo, saw to it that the road was built 
from Birmingham to Tupelo. 

“Mr. Chairman, during the discussion on 
the river and harbor bill in this house 
recently, I heard so many statistics as to 
the tonnage of the various cities ihat 
were seeking appropriations in that biil 
that it stimulated me to inquire intuv tne 
tornege at Turelo, and I find that during 
last year there were about 4,000,000 tons of 
freight passed through Tupelo. It was 
only the other day you saw in great head- 
lines in all of our newspapers that the 
Southern railroad had purchased the Mo- 
bile and Ohio railroad. running from St. 
Louis to Mobile, through Tupelo. 


‘The president of the Sovthern road 


was in Washington a few days later, and’ 


I met him for the first time, and in a 
conversation I had with him I gathered 
the reason for this purchase. It was that 
the Southern system had already about 
7.000 miles of railroad, which had cost 
them hundreds of millions of dollars: they 
found this great system, after all this ex- 
pc nditure, practically useless to them, be- 
cavse they had no direct connection or 
terminal facilities at Tupelo. They there- 
fore spert many millions more for 90 
miles of railroad that would take them 
into Tupelo and give them good terminal 
facilities there. (Great lauchter.) 

“Many of you gentlemen have neyer 
been to Tupele. I hope none of vou en- 
tertain anv tdea of dyine without ening 
there. = should hate to have it sai¢c of 
any member of this congress—for all of 
whom T have such a kindly feeling—that 
they did not aspire to visit Tupelo before 
they died. (Laughter.) I extend you all 
an invitation to come, and promise you

a royal welcome. Come and go with me 
on College hil] some evening and see one 
of our Tupelo sunsets. (Laughter.) 
“Come and see one of our southern, 
silvery, Tupelo moons! | think it is the , 
only place in the south where we have the 
same beautiful moons we had before the 
war. (Laughter.) [I have often been ask- 
ed about the size of Tupelo. I confess I 
have not been able to get the exact fig- 
ures from the last census. The tabulating 
machines do not seem to have been able 
to work it out yet; but I can sav, Mr. 
Chairman, that sufficiently extending the

}commodate a population larger than tne

of London. (Laughter.) The truih 
is that our lands about Tupelo have been 
so valuable for agricultural purposes that 
we have not yielded them up for building 
a city as rapidly as we should have don:.

The debates upon the pending sub- 
pidy bill in the United States senate, 
supplemented by that on the fast mail 
service, show that there is a wide dif- 
ference, as well as a great similarity, 
between these propositions, the result 
arrived at being from the point of view 
taken. 

There is the fast majl service, for 
instance, which has been accepted by 
both democrat and republican. Al- 
though Senators Bate and Turley, of 
Tennessee, both declared against it, 
they did so over the protest of the 
Tennessee legislature, which is itself 
an important authority on what consti- 
tutes democracy. Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia, in favoring the bill, declared 
the doctrine that the benefits received 
by his constituents justified a vote for 
it, and in this he is right. Govern- 
ment exists for the development of the 
country at all points. The condition 
for benefit may not exist at one point, 
but that does not mean that the gov- 
ernment should fail to do its duty at 
another where aid will be productive of 
a@ good return, In the order of devel- 
opment, it is to be presumed that these 
benefits, in some form or other, will 
finally reach every section of the coun- 
try. 

In a large country like the United 
States there are the local conditions 
which would justify the existence of a 
dozen nations, but, under our federal 
plan; which admits of liberal consid- 
eration, every section can be built up 
in the natural trade lines peculiar to 
it. We have our natural geographical 
movements outward toward the two 
oceans, and internally toward every 
point of the compass., The fast mail 
service into the New England states, 
to the north; in the cotton states, to- 
ward the south; westward along the 
lakes to Chicago, thence to St. Louis 
and the distant west, are all natural 
movements which the government can- 
not ignore, and which it should aid as 
far as it reasonably can dg so. Hence 
ft is that Senator Bacon declared that 
the states of the south Atlantic had 
been, benefited by a fast mail service, 
for which the government received 
value in the faster handling of the 
mails, the people reached were. ben- 
efited in their business to the same 
extent, and an immense area of coun- 
try was furnished facilities which it 
would not otherwise possess. 
 Favoriftig this appropriation for aid- 

ing the fast mail faci#ties between the 
east and the south, the question has 
been asked, how is it that Senators 
. Bacon and Clay, as well as others, are 
so bitter in their opposition to the ship 
subsidy bill now before the senate? The 
‘answer is simple—the principle under- 
lying the two measures is vastly dif- 
ferent. : 

If the advocates of ship subsidies are 
in earnest from purely public motives, 
why do they not present a bill offering

Such a plan as this has never yet 
been offered to the people of this coun- 
try, and, until it is, there will be no 
means by which public opinion can be 
gauged, further than we ean gather 
from the favor with which railroad fast 
mails are wiewed.

Commended to “the Organs.’ 

We would prayerfully commend to 
the organs at a distance the proceed- 
ings of a colored convention held under 
the auspices of the educational officers 
of Georgia. . : 

The organs concern themselves 80 
much about the political and social 
condition of the negro that they have 
no time to think of his material sur- 
roundings. While they have been 
arousing the wild ambitions of Africans 
for postoffices and parlor chairs, the 
state of Georgia has been engaged in 
the more profitable employment of fit- 
ffng the African to make his own living. 
There is near Savannah the Georgia 
State Industrial college,,a branch of 
the state university, for the benefit of 
negroes. The president of this institu- 
tion is Hon. Peter W. Meldrim, one 
of the proudest of the sons of Georgia. 
That college has reached the point 
where it desired to make a display of 
its work, in the persons of the suc- 
cessful graduates who are now running 
their own farms. As we write, the 
convention is in session, with:an at- 
tendance of 600 independent, self-sup- 
porting colored men, who take more 
interest in big potatoes. than in .post- 
offices. They are presided over by the 
head of the faculty, Rev. R. R. Wright, 
one of the most worthy. colored men in 
the state. This is the first of a series 
of conferences upon farming and farm- 
ing appliances to be held at, the col- 
lege. - Addresses will be made by the 
professors at the college and the farm- 
ers from other sections of the state 
will be asked to give:the students and 
others the benefit of their experience. 
Papers will be read on various topics, 
There will be discussions as to the best 
soil to employ for the cultivation of 
different crops and what fertilizers 
should be used. The best method of 
tilling the soil under different condi- 
tions will also be discussed at length, 

We earnestly commend this conven- 
tion to the organs, in order that they 
may play a new tune upon their pipes.

The Basis of Value. 

The visit of former Chief Justice 
Logan FE. Bleckley, of Georgia, to the 
state university has a strange core- 
lation to the recent order of Secretary 
Lyman E. Gage in regard to Russian 
sugar. 

The judge was in quest of informa- 
tion as to what constitutes value. Gold 
hidden in the mine is without value; 
food products, beyond the demand of 
the producer and for which there is no 
market, becomes of no value. To reach 
a point of value an article must have 
a use, and there must be some one 
standing in need of it. Hence it would 
seem that there are three elements in 
the creation of value—an article of 
use, the man who holds it and the 
man who wants it. The party of the 
second part is of equal importance 
with the party of the first part, be- 
cause without his presence the pos- 
sessions of the pafty of the first part 
would fail in a:very essential element 
of value, 

While the judge was pursuing some 
such study as this, Secretary Gage was 
trying to dispense with the buyer while 
trying to advance, the interests of the 
seller. Russia had bought from us 
$11,000,000 worth of goods last year, an 
increase of 100 per cent over her pur- 
chases of the year before, Evidentl 


‘our buyer was a live wire, to be cbac 


into further increases pf the same kind. 


For the purpose of tolling him on, we 
could well have overlooked any little 
shipments he might want to send us. 
At least, that would have been the 
policy in private business. Any busi- 
ness man in the world would overlook 
the dumping of $360,000 worth of stuff 
in his backyaré by a man who had 
just handed him a certified check for 
$11,000,000. If the venerable ex-chief 
justice of Georgia had been hard by, 
he would have advjged the secretary 
to cultivate the buyer, because. he is a 
good man to have lying around. But 
somehow Secretary Gage. lacked. the 
discrimination of the Georgian and 
slipped a cog. He thought that he 
could dispense with the buyer alto- 
gether. In this emergency the buyer, 
unfortunately, came to the conclusion 
that he was under no bond to buy, and 
that he had the right to try his own 
hand in bargaining. This brings about 
an unfortunate disturbance of values, 
for if we begin to knock out the men 
whose meeds infuse the spirit of value 
into our products, we wil] soon wake 
up to the mistake we have made. 

The apprentice, work.of the treasury 
department will be much more serious 
if certain rumors now circulating in 
busine&s.circles should be true. These 
rumors are briefly told in the special 
Washington correspondence of The 
Cincinnat! Commercial-Tribune, in 
which it is stated that— 

Mén familiar with the world’s commerce, 
while not inclined \to talk until the exact 
working out of the affair is observed, 
think there is more behind Russia’s ac- 
tion than mere reprisal. The growing 
commercial importance of the United 
States and the vast strides this country 
has made in the last ten years are and 
have been a subject of earnest considera- 
tion among European economists. Every 
great newspaper in the old world has 
pointed out the dangers to domestic man- 
ufacturers and commerce in the rapidly 
increasing competition of the United 
States. This country is selling its prod- 
ucts in every part of the civilized world, 
generally at a price which cannot be met 
by the manufacturers. of Germany, Eng- 
land and France, and always with goods 
unsurpassed in quality. Some time ago 
Austria took steps te counteract the rapid 
growth of American commerce in Eu- 
rope and Asia. That country communi- 
cated with other powers interested in 
forcing the United States out of the mar- 
kets of the world, to see what could be 
done to protect the manufacturers of Eu- 
rope. There was an exchange of views, 
but no definite plan was arranged. Since 
that time the United States has been 
constantly gobbling markets that former- 
ly belonged exclusively to Europe. Rus- 
sia’s action cannot be fathomed here 
yet, but every economist in Washington 
believes it worthy of the most serious 
consideration. It may be the first step 
in a movement that may become general. 

The Constitution does not argue that 
We should have no tariff charges. They 
are necessary to the maintenance of 
the government, as well as being the 
easiest form of collection. If govern- 
ment @€xpenses are so high as to call for 
high tariff charges, while that fact 
would be unfortunate, it would have 
to be borne, since there would be no 
help for it, Foreign governments 
would recognize this situation equally 
with ourselves, and there would be no 
friction. But when we build up a tariff 
wall with all the offensive threats be- 
longing to a state of war, when we 
place the nations of the earth on a 
blacklist, do we not invite enmity and 
adverse trade combinations? If the 
Russian incident should prove to be 
but the culmination of the fears of The 
.Commercial+Tribune, would we not be 
paying dearly for the play which we 
have made? Would it not have been 
better to have cultivated amicable trade 
relations with our customers, having 
full confidence in the superior skill of 
our workmen to hold their own? 

Secretary Gage is 2 very wise man, 
as well as a patriot, but ex-Chief Jus- 
tice Bleckley, in our view, is a wiser, 
as well as a patriot without incum- 
brance. At best, the ex-chief justice 
could give the secretary some informa- 
tion as to what makes value. 


The Senate Is Right. 
' The opposition developed in the sen- 
ate to the house hazing bill, under the 
leadership of Senator Daniel, of‘ Vir- 
ginia, and Pettus,-of Alabama, is based 
on good grounds. 

The country was properly shocked 
By the treatment of Cadet Booz,- and 
when it became known that hazing, in 
a cruel spirit, was the general rule in 
West Point, the demand for an investi- 
gation was’ so strong that it was or- 
dered by congress. The testimony be- 
fore the committee was even worse 
than had been looked for, so that a re- 
port favoring such measures as would 
effectually break up hazing, was a 
matter of course. 

The committee, however, permitted 
itself to be swayed by public opinion 
into an untenable position, when it 
provided that a cadet dismissed from 
West Point should never be considered 
for either army or navy. ‘The senate 
took the more ‘reasonable view that 
the punishment should be confined to 
the occasion. It would. be perfectly 
proper to dismiss a student from the 
academy, and to make’ him ineligible 
to reappointment. There the punish- 
ment would be effective and should 
end. 

The house bill went entirely too far 
when it undertook to make up a life 
long blacklist, against which good con- 
duct could weigh nothing. Like all 
extreme measures, it- has defeated it- 
self, and now the whole measure may 
fail. v

RAILWAY NOTES 


“Y see Charley Mitchell, the English 

pugilist, has reached New York,” said a 
traveling man at the Aragon yesterday. 
“Mitchell’s return to the United States 
recalls his fight with Corbett at Jackson- 
ville and .an incident connected with the 
contest, which, I don’t think, has ever 
appeared in print. 
_ “Mitchell and Corbett had roasted one 
another rather severely in the newspapers 
while they were in training and when 
‘they met in the ring they were in a bitter 
humor. In Mitchell’s corner was ‘Pony’ 
‘Moore, who is the pugilist's father in lew. 
Brady, Corbett’s manager, had bet Moore 
$1,000 that Mitchell wouldn’t appear in the 
ring and when the latter showed uD 
‘Moore called for’the money. Brady pass- 
ed it ove? rather ungraciously and Mitch- 
ell made some remark which nettled Cor- 
bett’s manager. 

“When time was called for the first 
round, Corbett and Mitchell advanced to 
the center of the ring and shook hands 
as is customary. I was right at the ring- 
side and as the men clasped hands I 
heard Mitchelt apply an epithet to Corbect 
which in the south especially, means that 
the man who applies it must lookout for 
his life. 

“Corbett had seemed in fairly good hu- 
mor until Mitchell used that epithet. 
Then the Californian seemed to becume 
a perfect demon and I looked to see him 
assault Mitchell regardless of ring rules. 
He was restrained, however, by warnings 
from his seconds, and the fight began. 
Corbett was a perfect tiger and it was 
apparent that he had made up his mind 
to make Mitchell suffer for that epithet. 

‘The men fought for two rounds with- 
out much fiarm being done, but whon 
they met for the third time Corbett went 


at. Mitchell ifke a wild beast. He pounded 


the Englishman: all over the ring, and at 
Mitchell tried to 
rise and did get to his knees when Corbett 
‘@eliberately knocked him down again. 
The blow was a palpable foul and should 
have cost Corbett the fight, but Mitchell's 
friefids did not seem to notice it and the 
decision was given to Cogbett. The foul 
blow, however, was talked of by ‘the 
newspaper men and none of them seemed 
to understand why Corbett lost his head. 
But I knew. I had hearé the vile epithe: 
which Mitchell had applied to Corbett and 
I knew why the latter struck the English- 
man when he was down. I wouldn't have 
been surprised if Corbett had jumped on 
Mitchell and stamped him to death. But 
he managed to restrain himself and the 
restraint was worth $20,000 to him, that 
being the amount of the purse for whica 
they fought,’”’ 


“This cold wave has been a Godsend to 
the fruit growers of Georgia,”’ said a trav- 
eling man at the Kimbal] yesterday. 

“I have recently returned from a trip 
through the principal peach section of the 
state and the warm weather prevailing 
at the time was causing the growers great 
alarm. A continuance of the balmy -weath- 
er would have made the peach buds swell 
and they would have been easily killed by

March. By sad experience the fruit grow~ 


ers have learned that a mild winter usual- 
ly means no fruit in the following sum- 
mer and that’s why they have been pray- 
ing for a cold wave, 

“The present frigid temperature means 
that the peach buds wil] remain dormant 
for a good while yet and they will hardly 
begin to swell much until the danger 
point is passed.. If there is no excessively 
cold weather after this L look for the big- 
gest peach erop in years, During the last 
three qy four years thousands of acres 
have been put to peaches and these trees 
will bear their first crog the coming scea- 
son. If the peach;crop hits, scores of 
farmers south of here will net care if cot- 
ton drops to 5 cents next fall. They will 
realize enough from their peaches to make 
them independent of cotton. One can 
hardly estimate the number of dollars 
that a good fruit crop means to Georgia.”’

As a result of the conference held in 
Atlanta Monday morning between Presi- 
dent Samuel Spencer, of the Southern; 
President J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, 

ttanooga and St. Louis, and Vice 
President Andrews, of the Southern, the 
statement can be made with almost posi- 
tive assurance that a new depot wili be 
erected in Atlanta. And the chances are 
that it will be built at a comparatively 
early date. Now that the railroads prin- 
cipally interested have declined definitely 
to renew negotiations with the state, the 
work of preparation on their part must 
practically begin anew. They have many 
conditions to consider and obstacles to 
overcome before the work can begin, The 
railroads have believed all along that tne 
site on which the present depot is erected 
is inadequate for the construction of a 
modern passenger station. More recom is 
needed. 

When a site is chosen for the station to 
be erected that fact will be taken into 
consideration. One will be fixed uyon that 
will allow for such additions to track 
space as the growth of the town may 
from time to time demand. 

The prospects for aq first-class, adequate 
station are better now than they have 
been at almost any time in the past two 
years. This is true, because the railroads 
are working out their own salvation. 
They wish to be rid of the nuisances end 
annoyances of the present depot as hadly 
as the traveling public. They are as badly 
incommoded as their patrons. Their in- 
ability to handle passengers and baggage 
and mail properly and without delay 
makes them anxious io be well cut of the 
wretched old structure, 

The Southern, because of its large in- 
terests, is the dominant factor in the sit- 
uation, and it is a fact tnat may not be 
doubted that plans are being actively, Ccis- 
cussed that will result in a new station.

A shipment having origin and destina- 
tion in the same state, but, in the course 
of transmission, on a continuous railway 
haul, passing outside the state, is inter- 
State in character and hence is not under 
the jurisdiction of a state railway com- 
mission. This is the substance of a de- 
cision of Judge Trieber, of the United 
States court at Little Rock, Arxk., in the 
suit of the Kansas City Southern railway 
for an injunction restraining the Arkan- 
sas railroad commission from enforcing a 
reduction of rates on a shipment from 
Fort Smith to a point in southeastern 
Arkansas, passing en route into the In- 
dian Territory. The commission in Au- 
gust last, ruled that the rates charged 
were too high, and ordered a reduction, 
subsequently overruling the application 
of the railroad for a rehearing. In Oc- 
tober the company obtained a temporary 
injunction against the commission, which, 
after ful] hearing, was, om February 5th, 
made perpetual, In a similar case the 
Texas railroad commission ruled that it 
had no jurisdiction, but the question has 
not before had a judicial decision. The 
principle involved is an important one, al- 
though it is not likely to have frequent 
application,

MADDOX PAYS RESPECTS TO 
REPUBLICAN LEGISLATORS 


Washington, February 22.—(Specia].)— 
The attack which Judge Maddox, of 
Georgia, made the other day upon some 
features of republican legislation. and 
especially upon what he considered the 
inconsistencies of Chairman Cannon, of 
the appropriations committee, has at- 
tracted much attention. It was short but 
very much to the noint in so far as it ap- 
plied to the persistent failure of republi- 
cans to permit the passage of private bills 
carrying claims against the government, 
even going to the extent, as they have 
done, of filibustering against such bills, 
The following extract from The Con- 
gressional Record presents Judge Mad- 
dox’s arguments 

“In opening, I ‘will say that I believe 
there is as much to commend this ap- 
propriation for the St. Louls exposition 
as there has been to commend any other 
ever made for a similar purpose, so far as 
that is concerned. But I have within the 
last few days noticed in this house the 
‘watchdog of the treasury,’ the chairman 
of the committee on appropriations (Mr. 
Cannon), absolutely fighting to the ljJast 
ditch every claim that has come before 
this body for its consideration, no matter 
how just or meritorius. We have found 
him fighting on this floor against the 
ealims, evegp demanding a quorum an 
going to the extent of filibustering to de- 
feat the payment of an honest claim 
against the government. 

“Only a few days ago the gentleman 
from Ohio (Mr, Grosvenor) told this body 
that this government owes $50,000,000 of 
just debts—debts as just ag those that any 
Man ever owed—and yet they cannot be 
cozsidered in this house. 

‘Now, what have we before us? The 
gentleman from Minnesota (Mr, Tawney) 
tells us that :'we have entered into an obli- 
gation to pay this sum of money. Is it 
not a fact that we have entered into obli- 
gations to pay thousandg of claims that 
are still or before this body, and 
have been pending here for years, yet 
they cannot be considered? When a claim 
is presented here from the claims commit- 
tee or the war claims committee it is ab- 
solutely 'ooked upon as a ‘steal.’ The 
very minute such a claim makes its ap- 
pearance in this house, even though the 
amount be only $50, or $75. or $100, or, as in 
the case the other day, $800, the chairmdn 
of the appropriations committee fights it 
to the very last ditch, as 1 have said, and 
often succeeds in preventing the consid- 
eration of claims “of that kind coming 
from those committees. And yet they can 
come here and with serious faces ask an 
appropriation under a suspension of the 
rules to expend $5,000,000 of the people’s 
money for @ purose such as that which

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Hon. Seab Wright, of Rome, !s 
latest aspirant for gubernatorial honors, 
according to reports at the capitol. 

“From what I have heard,” remarked 
a capitol official yesterday, “I think 
there is no doubt that Seab Wright will 
be in the race. He will not run on & 
distinctly prohfbition platform, nor in 
any way as an independent, but I un- 
derstand he will ask for the nqmination 
from the democracy of the state, just as 
will be the case with the other candi- 
dates. A feature of his race, however, 
will, of course, be the prohibition Issue.” 

If this informant is correct, and the 
statement was made with a considerable 
degree of positiveness, there are now four 
candidates for the governor’s office in 
the field, Running for governor will not 
be a novelty to Mr. Wright, as his race 
against Governor Atkinson six years ago 
is well remembered, At that time, how- 
ever, he ran as a populist and prohibi- 
tionist combined. Now, it is said, he ex- 
pects to enter the field as a democrat. 


. Hon. Allen Fort, of Americus, while in 
the city paid a social visit to Governor 
Candler, and other officials at the state- 
house. Somehow or other the rumor was 
invented at the statehouse that he was 
an applicant for the position of railroad 
commissioner in the event cf the resigna- 
tion of Hon. Pope Brown, who is contem- 
plating making the race for ggvernor. 
The only ground there was for any such 
rumcr, it appears, was the fact that Mr, 
Fert visited the governor, and perhaps 
also that he at one time held the position 
of railroad commissioner. 

‘The report is positively without any 
foundation,” asserted Mr. Fort, while 
talking with some friends at the Kimball 
house. “I most certainly am not a can- 
Gidate for railroad commissioner nor any 
other office. My visit to the capitol had 
no political significance whatever.” 

Mr. Fort recently made the race for con- 
gress against Congressman Lewis, of the 
third district. He has a strong following 
in his section, and it may be that other 
henors will come his way, though he is 
not now seeking them. 


Gevernor Candler received a letter yes- 
terday from a former Georgian who is 
now a resident of Texas, and a member 
of the Texas legislature, in which the 
writer stated he had heard the governor 
had been mentioned by some of his friends 
as a candidate for senator. He said he 
would like to see the governor in the sen- 
ate, but he offered a suggestion on an- 
other line which is of equal interest. He 
said the north and west had for some 
time been furnishing the democratic can- 


didates while the south has been furnish- 
ing the votes. It would suit Texas, he 
said, to see the Empire State of the north 
and the Empire State of the South get 
“Mogether next time, and in 1904 let the 
ticket be David B. Hill for president and 
Allen D, Candler, of Georgia, for vice 
president. The governor laughed over the 
compliment paid him by an old friend, but 
would net say who was the writer of the 
letter.

plications arrived yesterday. The amount 
remaining is sufficient to pay only twelve 
widows, so that three of those in White 
county will have to do without their pen- 
sion money this year. No pensions at 
all have been paid in Irwin and Lincoln 
counties, and the widows of those coun- 
ties must likewise do without their pen- 
sions. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey has ap- 
plication for about three thousand more 
of th application blanks for widows

are as many widows ft will practically 
be impossible to pay any of them with 
the meager $100,000 the legislature has 
appropriated for the purpose. It is said 
there will be some six hundred applica- 
tions from Fulton county alone. 


A Savannah man wrote to Comptroller 
General Wright yesterday making the in- 
quiry as to whether it was against the 
law for a citizen to purchase fire insur- 
ance from a company not authorized by 
law to do business in the state. The 
comptroller general replied that the ci®- 
zen was privileged to purchase insur- 
ance wherever he pleased, but at the 
same time he called attention to the fact 
that the citizen must take such insurance 
ath is own risk, as it is against the law 
to have such a loss adjusted in the state, 
and the companies usually require ad- 
justment of insurance as a precedent to 
paying. 


Attorney General J. M. Terrell will 
leave the city tomorrow night for Wash- 
ington,where he goes to argue on Monday 
before the supreme court the case relat- 
ing to internal revenue stamps on express 
receipts. This is the case In which the 
court of appeals at New Orleans decided 
that the express company must pay the 
Stamp tax on interstate business when 
required to do so by the railroad com- 
mission, and the Southern Express Com- 
pany carried it up to the supreme court 
of the United States by certiorari. The 
express company is represented by Frank 
H. Miller, of Augusta. 


Comptrolier General Wright yesterday 
received notice from the Delaware In- 
surance Company, of Philadelphia, that 
it has ceased to do business in Georgia, 
and has put all its outstanding contracts 
in the state into the Westchester Insur- 
ance Company, of New York. The Del- 
aware company wants to withdraw its 
deposit of $10,000 put up with the stats 
treasurer, and will be permitted to do 
so after complying with the law.

Philadelphia Press: “Richard, I am 
told Shee has been dancing with the 
queen. I do hope, my son, thee will not 
marry out of mecting.”’ 

The good, old-fashioned Quaker sim- 
plicity and distrust of royalty were never 
better exhibited than in these words of 
the mother of the late Richard Vaux. 
They were her first greeting to him on his 
return home from the court of St. James 
after his memorable exploit at the court 
ball in Buckingham palace, when he at- 
tained the distinction of being the only 
American who ever danced with Queen 
Victoria. 

It was in 1837. Mr, Vaux’'s position as 
secretary to Mr, Stevenson, United States 
minister to the court of St. James, was in 
itself a noteworthy one, and brought him 
at once into socia! prominence in London, 
but his exceptional personal attributes, 
his brilllancy of conversation, charm of 
person, exquisite manners, elegance of 
diction and gallantry of carriage made 
him the beau ideal of a court cavalier 
and a welcome guest in the houses of the 
nobility, whence he was received and 
welcomed with open arms, No one, there- 
fore, was greatly surprised in court cir- 
cles when it became known that the 
young queen had singied him out for a 
signal honor, and had commanded that 
he attend the court ball at Buckingham 
palace, which was to be given in honor of 
her coronation. 

When, however, the night of the ball 
arrived, and the “‘queen’s cotillion’ set 
was formed, and me guests beheld Rich- 
ard Vaux, arrayed in his brilliant court 
costume, take hia place in it, a tion 
that was supposed to be reserved for roy- 
ality alone, there was surprise and excite- 
ment indeed. Then the music struck up 
and the gallant young American threaded 
his way through the intricacies of the 
royal dance, gn eye = with an air 
of grace and confidence that was won- 
derful to behold. The queen was seen 
smile in cious approval as he took her 
hand a led her through the evolutions 
of the dance. And there was not a man 
present who would not have given a coro- 
net, to win so coveted a distinction. 

After that Mr. Vaux's career was a se- 
ries of brilliant social triumphs. In hia 
candidacy for congress in 1898 certain 
voters in his district resented his havi 
danced with the queen of England, 
used fact t him as a

Strip Lies Between Tracks of W. and 
A., and Central. 


GOVERNOR TO ISSUE AN ORDER 


Attorney General Terrell and Spe- 
cial Attorney Brown Will Rep- 
resent the State. 


There was a conference in the gover- 
nor’s office yesterday morning between 
Governor Candler, Attorney General Ter- 
rel] and Special Attorney E. T. Brown, of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, with 
reference to the injunction guit brought 
_reeently against the State road, an ac- 
- count of which was published in The Con- 
stitution. ) 

Mr. Brown called to notify the governor 
that he had just been served with a copy 
of the process in the suit brought by the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company 
against the Western and Atlantic in Ful- 
ton guperior court in order to oust the 
road from that triangular strip of proper- 
ty between the yards of the two roads be- 
ginning near Forsyth street and running 
back to the Western and Atlantic round 
house. The Central brought two suits in 
thig case in order to be on the safe side, 
one of them against the Western and At- 
lantic Railway Company and the other 
against the Western and Atlantic Rallroad 
Company. The object is to be gure and 
get. the correct corporate name of the 
goad. | 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, lessee of 
the Western and Atlantic, wrote to the 
governor with regard to the Central's 
suit, asking that the gtate as landlord 
defend its interestg and the interests of 
the lessee in the matter. 

The result of the conference was that 
the governor will issue an order tomorrow 
directing the attorney general and the 
special attorney of the Westerh and At- 
lantic to take steps to protect the state’s 
interests in the land in question. 

The state is already in possession of the 
property in question. The strip is now b& 
ing used by the lessee company, but part 
of it is also being used by the Central. 
Some twenty-five or thirty years ago, it is 
said, the state gave the Central railroad 
permission to lay a sidetrack on this 
strip in order that it could make con- 
venient connection with the Western ‘and 
Atlantic. Recently the Cefitral has set up 
a claim to the property and a few weeks 
ago filea suit in the superior court here to 
eject the State road and secure entire pos- 
session for itself. 

“We've got the land now,’’ remarked 
one of the state officials yesterday, ‘‘and I 
feel no uneasiness about the result of the 
litigation. I am satisfied that we are go- 
ing to keep it.” 

The’ strip of property in question is 
Valuable only for railroad purposes, but 
it is said to be worth something like 
$12,000 or $15,000 for that. Its possession is 
a matter of importance to both the lines 
that are parties to the litigation.

Says His Son Was. Misled by Mrs. 
Wilson. 


WRITES LETTER ON SUBJECT 


Boy Was Wildly Infatuated with 
the Pretty Widow. 


HE WELD HER FAVOR SOME TIME 


When Momey Gave, Out, Father 
Claims, Hamilton Lost Her 
Regard—Letter in Fuil. 


Relative to the connection of Will Ham- 
fiton with Mrs. Helen M. Wison, the 
finding of whose bodies created a pro- 
found sensation last week, an interesting 
letter has been written The Constitution 
by Dr. W. T. Hamilton, the father of 
the unfortunate young man. 

This letter not onl» gives some light on 
the life of Hamilton as passad before his 
coming to Atlanta, but also tells the 
story of his infatuation for the woman 
whose life he detroyed. The father 
states that he was.unable to wean his 
son from his love for the woman by 
any consideration he could offer. 

The father also tells an interesting 
‘story regarding his son’s inheriting sev- 
eral thousand dollars which he soon 
spent. No direct charges are made, but 
it is intimated that Mrs. Wilson received 
the benefit of much of the sum spent. 
In what way this benefit was inéurred, 
the father does not say. He does say, 
however, that as long as Hamilton was 
able to play the gentleman he held favor 
in the ght of Mrs. Wilson. 

The full letter is as. follow». 

Editor Constitution—As very trying publicity 
has been given a subject which intimately con- 
cerns me and mine, I desire in the interests of 
truth, and in vindication of the memory of 
my son, the late Williom LeGarde Hamilton, 
to offer the following statement of fact: 

LeGarde was born at Riverside farm, near 
Augusta, Ga., at the home of his grandfather, 
A. P. Bignon, July 6, 1877. His mother, 
Annie Walker Bignon, was also a native of 
Augusta. When the child was several months 
old we removed to Alabama, where his mother 
died near Mobile, two years later. 

LeGarde was then taken charge of by my 
sister, Mrs. G. Waring Smith, of Dallas county, 
Alabama, and afterwards by my sister, Miss 
Mary Hamilton, now Mrs. D. WW. Goodman. 
until he was ten years of age, when he was 
adopted by my step-mother, Mrs. Peter Hamil- 
ton, of Mobile. At her death, when he was 
about fourteen years of age, he lived with his 
aunt, Mrs, D. W. Goodman, attending school 
in Mobile in the winter season, and with me 
in Talladega county in the summer. Later he 
decided to study pharmacy and attended a 
course at the Mobile school. Then he went to 
Auburn, but having been taken sick with prieu- 
monia, he had to give up schoo] for that sea- 
s0n. Expecting to return to Mobile, he was 
deterred by the visitation of yellow fever 
that fall and entered the pharmaceutical de- 
partment of the Atlanta Medical college. 

From this visit dates his infatuation with 
Atlanta for some reason, from which no consider- 
ation could wean him. In his visits to me he 
would frequently mention this woman, Mrs. 
Helen Wilson, and carried a picture of the 
little girl, her daughter. 

He was left several thousand dollars in the 
will of my step-mother, and with this money 
he avowed his intention of going in the drug 
business in Atlanta—a project from which I 
endeavored to dissuade him, and locate the 
business in Talladega, Ala. But this strong 
inclination toward Atlanta as a place of resi- 
dence overcame all contrary argument. 

When the Spanish-American war started, he 
avowed his intention of enlisting as hospital 
steward, but failed to pass the physical exam- 
ination. 

I have not seen my son since early in the 
spring of '98. Last summer I learned of his 
sickness at Jonesborough, Tenn., and intended 
visiting him, but in a few days received a tel- 
egram and letters in answer to my ‘inquiries, 
stating that he was all right again. I then 
wrote and insisted on his return to me in Tal- 
ladega and remaining until his health was en- 
tirely restored. This he declined to do, 

I had received at different times anonymous 
letters, signed ‘‘A Friend,’’ calling on me for 
financial assistance, in his behalf, which I 
extended him. I have since learned that sim- 
ilar letters were sent to his relatives in Mo- 
bile, which discredited efforts that I had made 
in his behalf. They were all written by the 
same party. evidently a woman, and seem- 
ingly with the same intent. 

Now as to the relations between these two 
parties, of actual definite evidence, ._ pointing 
decidedly, either one way or the other, I have 
none; but my belief is that there was some 
understanding or fixed relation between them. 
The fact of his enjoying her favor and corre- 
spondence as long as he was able to keep up 
appearances, or play the gentleman, and the 
somewhat sudden withdrawal of social recog- 
ni:ion, when the money consideration failed, 
would fortify to some extent this assumption 
on my part. 

Then again, if the woman was persecuted 
with his attentions, why would she deliberately 
place herself in his power? 

Of course, there is much of mystery in the 
whole affair, and probably it will so remain. 

But, as there are two sides to every question, 
the poor boy must have the benefit of every 
possibility of doubt in his favor.

Chief George Hope, of the city sanitary 
department, now has authority to change 
any of the men in his department from 
one post to another. This power was 
granted to him late yesterday afternouh 
by the board of health. 

A resolution giving this authority to the 
chief was introduced several weeks ago 
during a meeting of the board, but it was 
laid upon the table for the time being. 
Dr. B, W. Bizzell was the author of this 
resolution. During the meeting of -the 
board yesterday it was called up and 
passed by a unanimous vote. 

Dr. Bizzell stated before the vote was 
tuken that the chief should be given mure 
scope in the matter of managing the 
affairs of his office. He said that, accord- 
ing to the existing rules of the board, 
Chief Hope could not transfer men with- 
out special permission from the board. 

Burton Smith stated he wanted it un- 
derstood that in passing the resolution 
that the board relinquished none of its 
authority to make or require certain 
changes. 

President George Hillyer, of the board 
of water commissioners, and Colonel Par 
Woodiward, superintendent of the water- 
works department, appeared before che 
board to ask that a committee of two be 
appointed to confer with a similar com- 
mittee from the water board in regard to 
a uniform plan of flushing sewers. 

Judge Hillyer said Chief Engineer 
Travis had claimed that the breakage at 
the pumping station last vear was largely 
due to the manner of flushing, and had 
stated that the enginés oF late had sus- 
tained shocks. Colonel Woodward said 
that it would be better to have the flush- 
ing done at night instead of during the 
day, and it was to settle this matter that 
a conference wes desired. 

The board selected President Jarnagin 
and Chief Hope to confer with Judge 
Hillyer and Colonel Woodward about the 
matter. 

Later the board went into executive ses- 
sion for the purpose of electing inspec- 
tors, but no election was held. After dis- 
cussion, it was Mecided to take up the 
ela&ction some other time. Members of the 
board declined to go into particulary con-

Members of the aldd@rmanic board Wed- 
nesday afternoon again opposed the ap- 
propriation of $1,500 to be used by the 
chamber of commerce in advertising the 
city.

He 
stated the money should go to the com- 
mittee on statistics, and Chairman John- 
son agreed with him. , Both Aldermen 
Welch and Day asserted that they would 
oppose any effort to give the money to 
the chamber of commerce for advertising 
purposes, as the city attorney had held 
that to do so would be illegal. 

The matter of appropriating $600 for im- 
provements for “‘Blank park,"’ near Da- 
vis street school, was held up until the 
next meeting, as Alderman Welch had 
signified his desire to be present when 
this particular resolution came'up. Be- 
fore it was taken up for consideration he 
had excused himself from Ahe remainder 
of the meeting. 

The resolution taking the $2,000 for 
books for the Carnegie library from the 
department and putting it in the hands 
of the committee was concurred in. The 
board also disposed of several other mat- 
ters of a routine nature.

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Booker Washington Presides al 
Tuskegee Meeting, 


SPEECH WAS INTERESTING 


Mortgaging and Its Ugly Influences 
and Results Are Handled by 
the President in Good 
Manmer—tInteresting 
Meeting. 


Tuskegee, Ala., February 22.—(Special.) 
President Booker T. Washington pre- 
sided at the tenth annual Tuskegee ne- 
gro conference.in session in the Tuske- 
gee institute chapel. There was large 
attendance, including, in addition to the 
negro farmers and their wives, a great 
many persons of both races from all over 
the country who are interested in educa- 
tional work. The Tuskegee chapel will 
seat two thousand persons, and it ‘ts 
filled to its complete capacity. 

In his opening address Principal Wash- 
ington briefly reviewed the history of the 
conference through the ten years it has 
been in existence. He spoke of the con- 
trast in the looks of the delegates then, 
few of whom owned land or homes, with 
that of the men who had come :to this 
conference, some of whom own as much 
as a thousand acres of land, and very 
many of whom own some land and their 
homes. He said that he thought the 
greatest good which had come from the 
meetings was the creation of a spirit of 
hopefulness for the future in those who 
come to the conference, a feeling of 
faith in the race. 

Principal Washington then went on to 
speak of the evils of mortgaging. ‘You 
tie up your hands,” he said, ‘“‘when you 
give a mortgage.”’ He spoke of the fact 
that the good crop and high price for 
cotton of the last year would tempt peo- 
ple to extravagance, and urged them to 
guard against this. ‘“‘Don’t buy cheap 
pictures,” he said, “and 4 piano when 
you are living in a house so small that 
you might have to take one end out of 
the house to get the piano in.’”’ He told 
of a man who put a thirty-six-dollar 
lightning rod on his house when the 
whole house wasn’t worth that much 
money. He told of a man who paid his 
last dollar for a top buggy and then had 
to draw it home by hand because he 
didn’t own a horse or a mule, “It is 
not that these things may not be all 
right in time,” he said, “but get you a 
home and land first.’”’” He spoke par- 
ticularly against the foolishness of 
spending money for excursions, especially 
Sunday excursions. ‘‘No man,’’ he said, 
‘“eould do a decent day’s work on Mon- 
day if he had been out all night Satur- 
day night and all day Sunday, and all 
nieht Sunday night on an excursion.” 
He said that it was charged that the race 
was trifling, and not to be depended on, 
and closed by saying: “When you give 
a promise, keep it. Let your word be as 
good as your bond, so that this charge 
against us may be, disproved.”’ 

There were a great many reports made 
from delegates from this and other states, 
women as well as men. Tuskegee insti- 
tute employs a conference agent, who 
goes about the state of Alabama to visit 
local conferen’.s, stimulate the work 
which they are doing and keep them in 
touch with this central body. It is large- 
ly owing to his earnest work that so 
many thorough reports are made at this 
annual meeting. There were reports 
made from some places that people seem- 
ed to be going back, or that there were 
discouraging features, but on the average 
the reports were distinctly encouraging. 
They showed more people getting to own 
land, better homes, longer schools and 
less extravagance. The matter of de- 
nominationalism hurting the schools by 
causing the money to be divided was one 
subject for discussion. 

One of the best reports was made by 
Grace Johnston, of Texas, who represent- 


ed the Women’s Barnyard Auxiliary so- . 


cieties of that state. These are women’s 
societies organized to work along with 
the Farmers’ Improvement societies of 
that state. There is a large number of 
the societies, the total membership of 
women alone being 2,500. The report on 
poultry and the questions brought out 
a good deal of interesting discussion from 
other women present. 

The report of Henry Thomas, of Tal- 
lapoosa county, is a good typical speci- 
men of the reports which the men made, 
although he owns more land than most 
who were present. This man owns be- 
tween 800 and 900 acres of lana, paid for 
and deeded to him, but he said that it 
would be better for a man.not to have 
more than 160 acres, and then keep what 
surplus capital he might have in money 
and invest it. This man said that he was 
sixteen years old when he was freed. 
He went to work for his former owner 
at once, and the first year saved $165. 
*“‘My old master really wanted_to see his 
folks have something,” he said, ‘‘and he 
used to give me lots of good advice. 
When I paid $ for a pair of shoes that 
first year, he talked to me for spending 
s0 much for them. 

“I mixed my brains up with the trad- 
ers,” this man said. ‘‘When they bought 
and sold things and made morniey, I bought 
and sold, too, and made money.’’ He said 
“In my county we and the white folks 
get along well together. There’s always 
plenty of land can be bought there if 
anybody has the money to pay for it.’ 

One feature of the meetings which was 
new this; year was a lot of stereopticon 
pictures showing the tumbled-down old 
houses in which negro farmers in this 
State lived several years ago, and the 
comfortable homes and stock which 
some of these same men own now, large- 
ly through the influence of the confer- 
ence. After the forenoon session an old- 
fashioned southern barbecue was served 
on the school grounds tor the visitors and 

_ delegates. 

The conference adopted the following 
set of declarations: 

1, We have reached the tenth annual ses- 
sion of the Tuskegee negro conference. Dur 
ing all the years since the conference was 
started, we have clung steadily to its original 
purpose, viz, to encourage the buying of land, 
getting rid of the one:room cabin and the 
abuse of the mortgage system, the raising 

.0f food supplies, building better school houses, 
the lengthening of the school term and the 
securing of better teachers and preachers, 
‘the doing away with sectarian prejudice, the 
improvement of the moral condition of the 
Masses and the encouragement of friendly 
relations between the races. In all these 
iculars we are convinced from careful 
vestigation that substantial progress is con- 
stantly being made by the masses through+ 
out the south. 

2. We would urge our people not to become 
@iscourdged while the race is passing from 
what was largely a political basis to an eco- 

- momic one, as a foundation for citizenship. 

3. We urge, since the country’ school is the 

backbone of the intelligence of the masses, 
2 that no effort be spared to increase its effi- 
>  elency. Any injury to the country schools

Visitors who attend successive sessions 
of the conference can observe the progress 
of the school from year to year and- the 
broadening of the work along various 
lines. During the year just passed Hun- 
tington hall, the girls’ dormitory given by 
Mrs. C. P. Huntington, of New York, has 
been completed and occupied. This is q 
handsome two-story brick building, con- 
taining twenty rooms. 

The girls’ industrial building is nearly 
completed. It ‘will be dedicated and oc- 
cupied next month. This is a large brick 
building in which all the tndoor industries 
for girls will be accommodated. These in- 
clude the classes in sewing, dress-making, 
millinery, cooking, mattress-making and 
upholstery and the laundry. The young 
women who are being taught dairying do 
their work in the regular dairy. 

More attention than ever is given this 
‘year to light outdoor work for young wo- 
men, such work as the southern climate 
and conditions of Hfe make most desir- 
able, During the year a large thoroughly 
modern poultry house has been built wite 
extensive yards shut in with wire netting 
connected with it. The school has several 
hundred head of poultry—geese, ducks, 
turkeys, hens and chickens—some of them 
very well bred varieties. The girls take 
all the care of the poultry, evén to white- 
washing the walls of the poultry. house. 
They also take care of a hundred or so 
swarms of bees, set on a sunny slope near 
the vineyard. In addition to this work 
they learn market gardening, fruit raising, 
lawn gardening and the care of flower 
beds. 

A large dairy barn has been built during 
the year with money given through the 
instrumentality of Mr. William H. Bald- 
win, Jr., of New York. The school’s dairy 
is milking seventy-five head of cows just 
now, extra fine animals and in superb con- 
dition. Another large herd, including those 
which are dry at present, are out at Mar- 
Shall farm, the school’s 60-acre farm, 
four miles out from the school grounds. 
This dairy barn is thoroughly modern in 
all its appointments and kept scrupulously 
clean, The several hundred negro farmers 
and their wives who come to the confer- 
ence spend the time before and' after the 
sessions in strolling about the school 
grounds and in looking over the buildings. 
In such q barn as this, in the poultry 
house and in the various industries being 
carried on bere all of the time the dele- 
gates get as much benefit as they do from 
the regular meetings. 

The school’s dairy furnishes all the 
milk, butter, ¢resm and buttermilk which 
the students, teachers and teachers’ fam- 
ilies consume. A class of young men and 
women who are learning dairying do all 
the work. Young men milk the cows, 
weigh the milk and deliver it at the dairy. 
Other young men separate the cream from 
the milk and then young men and young 
women churn the cream and take care of 
the butter. 

Work has already begun on the new 
Carnegie library, for which Mr. Car- 
negie gave $20,000 a few weeks ago. The 
building is to be of brick “made by stu- 
dents in the school’s brick yard, and like 
all the large buildings here, will be built 
by the students as a part of their in- 
dustrial education. 


The Education of Hop Sing. 

An Arizona correspondent sends the 
San Francisco Times the following: 

It happened down in Southern Arizona. 
Tom Preston had the contract for the 
boarding house at the Copper Matte mine, 
and he emvloyed Hop Sing to preside 
over the destinies of the culinary depart- 
ment. Hop, it is unnecessary to explain, 
was an almond-eyed son of the flowery 
kingdom, ‘and, iike many of his brethren, 
had very definite ideas in regard to his 
duties. Any criticism from the men was 
duly resented, or, more often, calmly ig- 
nored. Now, an important article in the 
dietary of a mining camp is beans—these 
large, red ‘‘frijoles.."’ When a man con- 
veyed a spoonful of Hop’s “strawber- 
ries’ to his plate, they rattled like a 
rain of pebbles. Preston complained that 
they were not sufficiently, cooked, and 
Hop, with one of his bland smiles. prom- 
ised to do better next time. But the 
next time beans appeared on the table 
they again pattered on the plates like 
hailstones. After the meal was finished 
Preston went into the kitchen, and, plac- 
ing a quantity of beans in a kettle of 
water, told the Chinaman to let them 
soak over night. “I am going to show 
‘you how to cook beans,”’ he said; but Hop 
cnly smiled, and replied, “You no ravvy 
how cook.”’ 

Next morning Preston ordered two 
kettles of water placed on the stove, and, 
putting the beans in one, told the China- 
man when they cooked down to use the 
hot water from the other to replenish it. 
He retutned at intervals to see that they 
were not allowed to burn; putting in a 
pinch of soda, and, when they were quite 
tender, added the salt and pork, and di- 
rected Hop to allow them to cook an 
hour longer. Hop watched the proceed- 
ings with evident interest, but occasion- 
ally ventured to remark, “You no savvy 
how cook.”’ 

‘That's the way I want you to cook 
beans,’ Preston commanded. 

That day the beans were exccllent, and 
Preston was delighted with the result cf 
his efforts. There would be no more 
half-cooked food served at that table. 
But the next time the dish appeared on 
the menu he was dismayed and chagrined 
to hear the old familiar clatter on his 
plate. They were about as hard and in- 
digestible as bullets.

Caught a Hogro tn the Aet of Insulting 


Two White Women. j 


- PRISONER LANDED IN A CELL 


White Men Threatened Violence, But 
: Let Law Take Its Course. 


JANITOR WOODWARD TALKS OF CASE 


Gays He Is Glad He Caught the 
Prisoner Imposing Upon and’ 
‘ Insulting Two Women. 


Adam Woodward, the negro janitor at 
the police barracks, captured one of the 
negroes who have been insulting white 
women in the city. The janitor saw the 
negro when he insulted two women yes- 
terday afternoon, and he singlehanded 
caught the negro and carried him to the 
barracks. 

Woodwanil is one of the best negroes 
that has ever been in the employ of the 
city. He has the right to make arrests, 
but rarely ever does so, as his duties keep 
him at the barracks. 

Last night he went on duty at 6 o'clock, 
and about 7 o’clock was sent down De- 
catur stréet with a business message. He 
was only a few blocks from the barracks 
when he noticed a negro walking ahead 
of him who seemed to be drinking. In 
front of the drunken negro were two 
ladies. The negro caught up with them, 
and with his arms he shoved them apart, 
and as he strode between them he ex- 
claimed: 

“Get out of a gentleman’s way, g— 
d—— you, 

Woodward jumped forward, and séized 
the negro before he had an opportunity 
of saying or doing more. 

A crowd of white men gathered, and it 
looked for awhile as if the prisoner would 
meet with violencé. The white men, how- 
ever, were so pleased with the arrest by 
the negro janitor, that they allowed 
Woodward to carry his prisoner to the 
lockup. | ' 

The prisoner gave his name as Platt 
Badger. He was ng exactly drunk, but 
had been drinking some. 

“I want you to lock this mean negro 
up,"” said the janitor to the station ser- 
geant, “so I can go into court and tell 
the judge how he insulted two ladies.”’ 

Badger was placed in a cell with the 
charge of disarderly conduct booked 
against him. 

Woodward stated to a reporter of The 
‘Constitution that be never made an arrest 
with more pleasure in his life. 

“T have been hearing of these low down 
negroes insulting ladies,’ he said, ‘‘when 
they found them alone, and tonight I was 
lucky enough to be near by to catch one 
of them. I saw the negro push the ladies 
apart, and I heard him curse them with 
my own ears. I took ho'd of him, and I 
thought that some of the white men, 
when they heard what had been done, 
would take my prisoner away from me. 
I'll be in court and tell the recorder all 
about it, and I hope the negro will get 
the full iimit of the law. It is just such 
low down negroes as that which cause 
the good negroes to be kept under sus- 
picion.”’ 

Badger will be tried by the recorder this 
afternoon.

SHOWN-IN WOOL 


Transactions Heavier Than Any 
Time in Over a Year, 


SITUATION UNSATISFACTORY 


Each Week Brings Lower Price—Sit- 
uation in Cotton Goods Not 
Much ' Better — Demand 
Light at the Recent 
Reduction. 


New York, February 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Business in the east, and particularly along 
the north Atlantic coast, has been catching 
up withthe rest of the country a little this week 
so that in the few lines where complaint has 
been heard locally of late the tone is better. 
This comes from the working off of retail 
stocks which owners feared would have to be 
carried over until next season. In _ builders’ 
hardware the buying has been notably better 
and the distribution in the grocery jobbing 
trade has been given a considerable stimulus, 
Even the laggard dry goods market has shown 
a good measure of improvement, though in 
cotton goods there is still much to be desired, 
for the larger buying has not brought any im- 
provement in genera] tone, and in some direc- 
tions the market is slower than a week ago. 
From the interior advices are almost uniformly 
favorable, with a very heavy movement of 
general merchandise, and farm implements 
over the northwestern railroads. 

Activity grows more pronounced in wool, sales 
at the three chief eastern markets aggregating 
8,528,500 pounds for the last week, against 
6.972,6Q0 the previous week and 2,893,400 a 
month ago. Although transactions are heavier 
than at any time in over a year, the situation 
is far from satisfactory, as each week brings 
a lower level of prices.’ There is a little evi- 
dence of a better demand for goods, and while 
some holder; of wool are sacrificing stocks in 
order to make room for the new clip, the ac- 
tual supply is not materially decreasing. Pur- 
chases are larger because of the feeling that 
prices must be near the bottom, and this im- 
pression is deepened by statements that the aver- 
age is now down to the point from which the 
great advance begun in 1899. It is not down 
to that point by more than half a cent, how- 
ever, although a few grades are nearer the price 
an May |, (899, than the general average. 
Unless manufacturers receive larger orders and 


mented by anothercrop, itis difficult to see why 
prices: would advance even if they are at the 
level of two years ago. 

The other large textile industry is in not 
much better condition. Instead of betng able to 
advance prices of cotton goods in proportion to 
the high quotations recently made for raw 
cotton, the mills are meeting with light de- 
mand and even at the reduction to 3c for print 
cloths there is no activity. Many mills have 
already restricted operations and more will 
stop spindles on March Ist. When the raw ma- 
terial was advanced to the highest" price in 
ten years it could not defy the law of supply, 
demand and prices, which ultimately restores 
an equilibrium. On Tuesday a decline of 
$13.75 a bale from the top point had occurred, 
making it possible to manufacture at a profit, 
but this does not kelp mills which have goods 
on hand made from cotton purchased before the 
fall to the lowest price in eight months. 

Footwear is firmly held at unchanged prices 
with good buying of spring lines in the Boston 
market. Western trade is less active and some 
orders have been countermanded. Leather is 
firmer, with exceptiofally large sales. 

No diminution appears in the movement of 
iron and steel products. Mills are rushed with 
orders and new contracts are taken at full 
prices. Pig iron is freely bought, and prices 
are looking upward. Billets and other par- 
tially manufactured forms are firmer, and fin- 
ished goods would command higher prices if 
immediate delivery could be secured. Struct- 
ural shapes are still a feature, with large 
operations pending in bridges and track eleva- 
tion. More coke ovens are added to the ac- 
tive list, making the output much heavier 
than at any recent date. 

Lumber and materials are in good demand, 
owing to extensive preparations for spring 
building, and at Buffalo there is special ac- 
tivity,on account of hotels and other work in 
connection with the exposition. 

Grain markets are devoid of wide fluctua- 
tions, although many reports are -jrculated 
regarding the condition of winter wheat. It is 
too early to secure definite information, erd 
traders are not influenced by rumors. News 
from India and Australia indicates a larger 
crop than last year.

Domestic Science in 
the White House 


The Mount Vernon Association has 
held its annual meeting in Washington. 
This body of women, comprising rep- 
resentatives from every section of the 
United States, with unqualified success 
maintains and governs the home of 
George Washington. Why does not a 
similar national body undertake to look 
after the home of the president of the 
United States? 

“‘What is the domestic economy of the 
white house?” asked a woman of a mem- 
ber;jof President McKinley’s household: 

“There isn’t any,” was the reply; ‘“‘it’s 
all ‘Hail Columbia’ \and practical poli- 
tics.’’ 

This is absolutely true. In nothing is 
the president so much @ servant of the 
people as he is in administering the do- 
mestic affairs of his home in-the execu- 
tive mansion. His manner of living is 
determined by the American sentiment 
which at once attaches suspicion to the 
official who “‘puts on style.” Menu cards 
of a state dinner_are kept from general 
circulation as carefully as the die of a4 
treasury note, lest, falling into the hands 
of the “plain” people, they be made the 
keynote of a wail against imperialistic 
tendencies in meats and wines. A cam- 
paign charge of extravagant living 
helped to defeat the re-election of Presi- 
dent Van Buren, and his successors are 
ever mindful of his fate. e 


The jingo demand for no style in the 
white house creates an order of domestic 
service there simply appalling to good 
housewives and men accustomed to ele- 
@ance and good form. At the president's 
reception last New Years, one of the first 
sights to greet the visitor within the map- 
sion was Uncle Jerry—a ‘‘befo’ de wah” 
colored man whose service in the white 
house dates from Lincoln’s time—bobbing 
among the assembled guests, whiskbroom 
in hand, hospitably eager to brush any- 
body who wanted that attention- before 
being presented to the president. When 
President McKinley took possession of the 
executive mansion, house servants, who 
were all men, were in\the habit of going 
about their work any hour that suited 
them, wearing solled collars and bilue- 
jean aprons that were never wasned, The 
late Private Secretary Porter tried to re- 
form this, beginning with an attempt to 
put white house servants in livery, In- 
stantly the American principle of sim- 
plicity was deemed violated, and : indi 
nation on-the part of the “plain” people 
was everywhere expressed. Mr. Porter 
thereupon retired as a domestic-labor re- 
former, and Colonel Bingham, who ts dis- 
bursing officer of the household, took 
charge, 

Colonel Bingham has an army officer's 
mcg love Of order, and he began with 

‘effort to substitute trained whitg 
osc for the colored men doing 
hoysework. prealdent vetoed this. 
It was bad politics. 

Practical politics is the first cause of the 
domestic disorder of the white houege. All 
the labor except the chef is paid by the 
government, It is organized under the di- 
rection of a steward, who ig a bonded 
officer of the government on a salary of 
$1,800. This steward is a domestic poo- 
bah. He acts not only as steward, but aa 
butler, housekeeper and dispenser of po- 
litical patronage from the . president's 
kitchen door. He is a colored man always, 
and the colored people ffom precedent 
have come to regafd the president's 


paid by the government—in the instance 
of @ man, $2 a day, or if a woman, $1 a 


keeper, virtually head chambermaid, who 
ig paid $1 a day. These domestics, owing 
their positions to’ political influénde, have 
regard for no 
their work,

The 
velvet gowns are costly, the plain; cloth. 
walking gown’ cost far more than they 
formerly did, while for the.gowns ‘to be | 


worn in the house the extravagance is 
perfectly appalling: These house gowns | 


aré beautiful, but it is. as well to re- 
member that the materials used in them 
probably will not be long.in fashion. The 
style changes so often that in providing 
@® wardrobé in which are included :three 
or four house gowns it is well to stop and 
consider the cost before investing in them, 
especially as there are now so many ma- 
terials that are effective for this very 
purpcse, and that cost comparatively little 
money. India silkS and TAberty silks and 
satins, crépe de chine and panne velvet, 
all make very smart house gowns, but 
there are also many matertals of silk and 
cotton, all cotton, or all wool, that make 
charming gowns, and. yet. are of double 
width and quite inexpensive. From. now 
until all the spring goods are put on exhi- 
bition there are opportunities for finding 
rare treasures in these materials In colors 
that are not the latest fashion, and which 
yet are becoming and which make up and 
wear well. There are crepons and cotton 
crepes (the latter wash well), which in 
white or the light shades trimmed with 
inexpensive lace make tea gowns and mat- 
inees, or even fitted gowns, suitable for 
wear at home at small entertainments, 
and which with the Persian trimmings, 
or with a few yards of bright passemente- 
rie, are wonderfully effective. 

The matinees of silk are very attractive, 
and require, as usual, an indefinite num- 
ber-of yards of lace, but the lace sales 
make it possible to buy lace at very low 
prices. This is not to be taken as advo- 
cating bargain sales, but it is none the 
less the fact that when the leading de- 
partment stores put on sale anything that 
they advertise largely, amoiig the quanti- 
ties of goods offered for sale there are 
always bargains, especially in laces and 
ribbons. The Eton jacket shape seems a 
favorite one now for matinees, but with 
long pointed fronts that reach to the hem 
of the skirt in front and untie, and which 
are to be tied in a bow with long ends. 
These jackets are trimmed all around 
with a gathered ruffle of lace. The 
sleéves are either elbow length or in full 
bishop shape, gathered in at the wrist 
with a band of lace and the lace ruffle. 
They look best when worn with a skirt of 
the same material trimmed with ruffles of 
lace, but are quite fashionable with skirts 
of different.matefials, espeeially old silk 
skirts. When skirts are made to wear 
with the jackets they are not quite so !ong 
nor so full as the regular dress skirt, and 
are trimmed with\flounces of lace. The 
fancy silks make up well into these gar- 
ments, and it is rather a fad to take a Silk 
with a light or white ‘ground and bright 
stripes of flowers, and*trim it with black 
lace. The black lace, of course, does not 
soll so easily as the white, but then it is 
not nearly so becoming, and it is harder 
to find pretty patterns in black than in 
white. The lace that is just off the white 
in a cream or ecru keeps clean a jong 
time. 


Low cut evening - waists are not be- 
‘coming to elierly women, and are not de- 
manded in this country, but a gown sult- 
able to any afternoon or evening enter- 
tainmene to which an old lady is invited, 
can be made quite as handsome as if the 
waist were low in cut. Rich brocades, 
satins, héavy silks, and ve':vets are al! 
suitable for gowns of fhis cescription to 
be worn by older women, while the trim- 
ming may be of lace, jet, or gold and 
silver passementerie. Care must be taken 
to have the lites of all gowns made as 
long and unbroken as possible, except- 
ing when a woman is unusually slenser, 
in which case the long tines should be 
broken by other.trimmings of lace or 
sofcer material. Jacket effects are always 
good, and the straight front style of trim- 
mirig has been a veritable godsend, for it 
entirely hides the waist liné—that most 
impossible part of a woman's figure as she 
grows older. Only in the back should the 
figure be at all defined. A bustle is a help 
if a woman is large, for it is a mistake 
to have the dress fali in at the back, as 
by so doing it accentuates the size of the 
hips and abdomen. Clever dressmakers 


recognize this, and never send out a skirt 


without a small pad just at the back. It 
is not usual that an elderly woman re- 
quires a regular street costume, so that 
all her skirts may be made long; they 
are much more becoming and graceful, 
Neither is it requisite or best to use heavy 
cloths as a material. If a street gown 
is desired, one of the lighter weights of 
cloth should be employed, and if intended 
for winter wear, the coat can be made 
quite warm enought By the lining; but it is 
far better to have a long coat, and then 
wear the same skirts that might be worn 
in the houge at other times, as has been 
said. There are many light weight cloths 
from which to choose. 

When expense is ne object, it is rather 
smarter for an elderly woman to wear 
eilk altogether, but this is a privilege ac- 
corded to very few, so that it is well to 
buy instead some of the silk and wool 
materials or the light novelty goods that 
come every year in different designs and 
weights, and whenever possible to slip in 
a silk gown.

Carnegie Library Gets a Donation 
from Judge Robert L. Rogers.

| MEDICAL AND OTHER VOLUMES 


Greater Port'on of Books were For- 
meriy. Property of the Late 
Dr. Robert Rogers. 


Judge Robert L. Rodgers yesterday pre- 
sented to the Carnegie library, on the 
occasion of Washington's birthday, ,@ 
number of valuable medical and other 
books. The books, with a few exceptions, 
were formerly the property of Dr. Rob- 
ert Y. Rodgers, a -prominent physician 
of Monticello, Ga., who died in that city 
in 1893. Dr. Rodgers was the father of 
Judge Robert’ L. Rodgers. 

Dr. Rodgers was’ born in Mecklenberg 
county, North Carolina, on August 4, 
1817, and his grandparents weré patriots 
in the revolutionary war. When he was 
about sixteen years of age his parents 
moved from North Carolina to Harris 
county, Georgia, and there they reared 
their children, two sons and two daugh- 
ters. Dr. Rodgers attended medical lec- 
tures in the first school or college of 
medicine ever established in Georgia, at 
Forsyth, which schoo] is now the Eclectic 
Medical college of this city. 

Dr. Rodgers was twice married, his 
first wife being Miss Martha Lin Greer, 
daughter of David: Greer, a prominent 
citizen of Washington county, Georgia, 
and his second wife was Mrs. Martha WB, 
Carter, of Monticello.

ENJOINED FROM 
EVICTING TENANT 


Judge Lumpkin Stops Execution of 
Possessory Warrant. 


ILLEGAL PROCESS CLAIMED 


Mrs, Tuggle Wants Mrs. Hollings- 
worth To Vacate Her House. 


LATTER CLAIMS SHE HAS PAID RENT 


Keeps Boarders awt Alleges Forced 
Removal Would Deprive Her 
~ of Means of Support. 


Judge Lumpkin has issued an order 
temporarily restraining Mrs. Addie Tug- 
gle and M. F. Barnes, a bailiff in the 
court of Jsutice of the Peace Bloodworth, 
from ‘forcing Mrs. Alice Hollingsworth 
from moving from the residence at 112 
Walton street. The injunction is tite 
outgrowth of a possessory warrant sworn 
out before Judge Bloodworth by Mrs. 
Tuggle to secure possession of the resi- 
dance. 

It is alleged that on November 21, 1900, 
Mrs. Hollingsworth rented the house from 
Mrs. Tuggle for $22 per month. It is 
claimed that she paid the rent by the 
week, instead of by the month, and has 
paid it in full to the present week. When 
the rent was tendered Mrs. Tuggle last 
Monday, ‘it is alleged, she refused to 
accept it, but instead had a possessory 
warrant issued. 

This warrant was placed in the hands 
of Bailiff Barnes, it is claimed, and also 
that he notified Mrs.; Hollingsworth to 
move within three days. It is charged 
that this proceeding is illegal. Mrs. Hol- 
lingsworth alleges that her husband is 
sick and that she keeps- boarders to 
support her husband and four children. 
It is ¢glaimed that if the process of 
eviction is carried out that she will 
lose all her boarders and her means of 
support. 

Judge Lumpkin set the case for a hear- 
ing on March 9th. The order specifies 
that Mrs. Hollingsworth shall deposit 
the rent with the clerk every week, 
and on failure to do so, the defendant can 
move for a dissolution of the injunction, 
on notice to the plaintiff.

Westmoreland Brothers and Attorney 
Thomas L. Bishop; representing Bradley 
Slaughter and Horace Looney, who were 
recently convicted of the charge of lar- 
ceny from the house, have made formal 
application to Judge A. W. Fite for a new 
trial for the two defendants.

ORDINANCES ARE CONSIDERED 


No Action Taker on Petition for 
Gas Company Franchise. 


ADAIR UNABLE TO ATTEND MEETING 


Reed Ordinance Concerning Street 
Railway Tax Goes Over Until 
the Next Mecting. 


At a meeting of the ordinance commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon action on the or- 
dinance introduced by Councilman Reed 
providing for a taxation of street rail- 
way companies by means of a levy upon 
the gross receipts of the business done by 
the companies, was postponed until a sub- 
sequent meeting of the committee, 

Aldcrman Johnson said he was 1n fa- 
vor of the ordinance and was ready to 
vote to recommend that it be passed by 
council. Chairman Kontz stated that he 
had not had time to consider the paper, 
but from what had been said, he realized 
that it was an important ordinance and 
worthy of a special meeting of the com- 
mitiee, 

The other members favored letting the 
matter take that course, and ‘ancther 
meeting of the ordinanze committee will 
take place next Monday afternoon at 3 
o'clock, when it is probable that the 
Reed ordinance will be taken’ uv for 
a complete consideration. 

The committee reported adversely on 
the ordinance to repeal section 7354 of 
the city code, and authorized Chairman 
Kontz and City Attorney Maysen to pre- 
pare an amensiment to section 749 of the 
city code so as to allow fhe board of 
health to look after all contagious dis- 
eases except smallpox. This amendment 
will mean that the council committee 
On contagious diseases will have charge 
of this particular disease, employing a 
specials physician t>» attend the putients. 
The committee is to use the $5,900 appro- 
priated by council te carry on this work. 

It was decided to send a copy of the 
Grady ordinanze, providing that the mu- 
nicipal fire alarm wires and those used 
by the police -lepar*inent signal sysi¢m be 
put underground :n the conduits prepared 
by both the electric and.telephone com- 
panies, to the board of fire masters and 
the board of police commissioners These 
boards will consider the matter dnd will 
meet with the ordinance commitiée in a 
short time. 


Application Not Considered. 

The ordinance provides that the work 
of changing the wires from overhead to 
underground shall not cost more than 
$5,000, this expense to be shared equally 
by the two -lepartments affected. Cwing 
to the fact that Forrest Adair could rot 
be present, action on his application for 
a franchise for a new gas jight company 
was deferred until such timea as he might 
be able to appear before the committee 
in the interest of his petition. 

The commiitee will recommend the pas- 
sage of the ordinance of Councilman Lew- 
is providing for a night watchman at the 
city hall. It wes upon Alderman John- 
son’s motion that the committee will re- 
commend that the watchman’s salary, 
Amounting to about $00 for the year, be 
taken from the $1,000 originally appor- 
tioned by the finance committee for the 
chamber of commerce fcr advertising 
purposes. He said, when making this 
motion, that he did so believing that on 
account of the opposition to the chamber 
getting the money, the sum would never 
be allowed to be used for advertising 
purposes. 

Several other ordinances, nearly all of 
which were introduced by Councilman 
Barrett, were held up until the next meet- 
ing of the committee,’ that the council- 
men introducing them might be accorded 
the privilege of appearing before the com- 
mittee in the interest of their ordi- 
nances. It was decided to refer the ordi- 
nance providing that white men only 
should be employed wus janitors in the 
public schools to the committee on 
schools for consideration. 


JONES SUES FOR 


Asks This Amount from Atlanta 
and West Point Road for 
Injuries Received. 

Charlie Jones, through his attorneys, 
Abbott & Abbott, yesterday brought suit 
against the Atlanta and West Point Raii- 
road Company for $5,000 damages. The 
suit is the result of injuries alleged to 
have been received by Jones on Febru- 
ary 8th. 

The petition alleges that he boarded a 
train at College Park and informed the 
conductor that he wanted to get off at 
McDaniel street. The train stopped at 
that place and it is alleged that while 
Jones was attempting to alight the train 
Was suddenly started and he was throw" 
to the ground and injured, The smail 
of his back and his right thigh, it is 
claimed, stguck the bottom of the ste} 
and his right shoulder was bruised by 
violent contact with the iron handbar 
of the coach, also that his right knee 
was wrenched, twisted and severely 
eprained.

EMPTIED WATER 
INTO THE STREET 


Interesting Case Against Proprietor of 
People’s Ice Company. 


A COUNCILMAN AS A WITNESS 


T, B. Brady States That His Com- 
pany Was Not To Blame. 


WASTE WATER POURED IN THURMAN ST. 


Recorder Broyles Fined the Defend- 
ant $10.75 and Ordered the 
Nuisance Abated. , 


A case was entered yesterday morning 
by Sanitary Ingpectot Coppedge against 
T. B. Brady, the proprietor of the Peo- 
ple’s Ice Company, for.an alleged public 
nuisance. 

It was charged that. the ice company 
allowed water from its plant to pour into 
Thurman street. 

Councilman Glass, frem the fifth ward, 
was a witnegs against Brady, and he 
stated that where the water emptied into 
the street the crossing was at times !m- 
passable. Brady took the p@sition that 
his company had done everything it couid 
to get sewer connections, and that the 
city and not the company was to blame. 

The recordef decided against the de- 
fendant and entered a fine of $10 and 
costs. Brady gave notice of an appeal. 

The case is quite an interesting one, and 
may go into the higher courts before it 
is finally disposed of. 

The People’s Ice Company when it built 
a plant tried to get sewer connections, 
and went so far as to dig a ditch: but th> 
sewer was not low enough to give sulf- 
cient fall. The overflow water had to be 
carried off in some way, and the company 
built a wooden conduit, which emptied ihe 
water on Thurman street. Three months 
ago this overflow was very great, and it 
washed away a portion of the street. The 
company, after .t had put into use its 


cooling tower, has had very little waste 


twater, but it still ran into’the street. 

Councilman Glass stated to the _ re- 
corder that he had no dispositon to make 
it hard on the ice company, but the ladies 
residing in his ward had complained to 
him that Thurman street was impassable 
where the ice company's water emptied. 

*You know what sort of a fix a fellow 
is in, your honor,’’ stated the councilman, 
‘‘when the ladies get after you.”’ 

“Yes, I know all about it,’’ replied Re- 
corder Broyles. 

The defendant made his statement, out- 
lining his side of the case as stated 
above. 

“1 want to do the right thing,” said 
Brady, “‘and have done all that could be 
done to get sewer connection. I built a 
ditch at great expense. and had to fill it 
up. The water now flowing into Thurman 
strect wouldn’t fill a quarter-inch pipe."’ 

“I -hold,”” said the recorder, ‘‘that you 
ere violating the law, no matter how 
small the amount of water may be. At- 
lanta is too big: for its streets to be used 
as gutters for waste water. The ice 
company must build a private sewer if it 
cannot usé a public sewer. I will enter 
a fine of $10.75, and, unless the nuisance 
is abated, another.case will be made and 
a much heavier fine will be imposed.’’ 

The defendant gave notice that he 
would appeal the case. 

“I do not wish to appear as being stub- 
bern,”’ said Brady, ‘‘but I feel .that I 
have been. wrongfully treated in this 
matter throughout, and I merely want 
justice and right.’”’
